Pet owners: be 
wary of rabies, 
says veterinarian

Rabies is moving throughout several animal populations 
in Hastings County, says District Veterinarian Dr. Bert 
Carswell. 

Numerous areas within Hastings County have fallen 
subject to outbreaks of rabies, namely through the county’s 
fox populations. 

In 1991, 51 cases of rabies were reported within the 
county, more than a 100 per cent jump compared to 24 
reported cases of rabid animals in the county in 1990. 

Areas like Stirling have witnessed an increase in rabid 
fox attacks and appearances in the past couple of months. 

“It’s been a continuous outbreak all year long in the 
county and has been moving from area to area as it spreads 
from animal to animal and species to species,” says 
Carswell, from his District Animal Health office in 
Belleville, which oversees Prince Edward, Hastings and 
Prince Edward Counties. 

Carswell, however, points out, Hastings is an endemic 
area which rides regular statistical ups and downs of rabies 
cases each year. In fact, Ontario is also considered endemic 
when it comes to rabies.

A new year exerts a certain fascination on people -- 1992 
stretches before us like untracked snow and we want to 
know where the tracks will be. 

Thus, the spate of predictions by psychics, astrologers and 
crystal ball gazers. 

Nor are the farther-out 
predictions confined to the 
pages of supermarket 
tabloids (at least one of 
which now bears the warning 
label that it is _ for 
entertainment purposes 
only). Even such reputable 
newspapers as The Toronto Star join in with a full page of 
horrorscopes for the year-to-be. 

XXX 
WANTING TO BELIEVE 

The annual predictions of psychics and astrologers are 
interesting. Take the two pages of predictions by ten leading 
psychics in one of the supermarket tabbies. 

Some may be self-fulfilling. Such as the prediction that 
"Murder, She Wrote” star Angela Landsbury will become a 
hero of a real-life hostage drama in New Jersey when a bank 
robber tells the cops he'll release his hostages only to her. 

How much do you want to bet that someone will read that 
and decide on a quick fix of fame, however fleeting it may 
be? And some enterprising lawyer will undoubtedly get him 
off and then sue the ‘newspaper’ for having given him the 
idea in the first place. 

Others reflect our obsessions. If we can'te younger, then 





we'll settle for looking younger -- so one psychic predicts 
that gold hunters in the Amazon will stumble across "an 
incredible type of mud that can miraculously make people 
look years younger.” Another predicts that a plant that cures 
baldness will be discovered in Brazil's vanishing rain forest, 
sparking a massive new effort to save the area. 

What a picture that conjures up -- bald men throwing 
themselves in front of bulldozers to prevent the 
environmental rape of our planet. Rain forests saved by 
male pattern baldness. 

Others pander to our fascination with the rich and famous. 
Sudden disasters, tragedies in the flicker of an eyelash, 
serious injuries, bankruptcies, crashes and startling 
conversions are all predicted. We seem to have a sense that 
the fates are fickle, that people who strike luck big also run 
a greater risk of spectacular disasters in the luck lottery. We 
knock on wood when things go right. 

But running through all the predictions is a sense of 
optimism. We want to think, despite all the evidence to the 
contrary, that at bottom everything is all night. That every 
story will have its happy ending. 

And so Dolly Parton will nearly go bankrupt -- but will 
then launch a hit TV series. Madonna and Barbra Streisand 
will be seriously injured and even maimed -- but will 
recover and make brilliant comebacks. Vanna White will be 
electrocuted on "Wheel of Fortune” -- but a quick-thinking 

contestant will revive her. And so on. 

We desperately want to believe that, don’t we. Maybe all 
the more so since we long, sometimes without much hope, 
for happy endings to our own stories.

We win some... 


When the government of Ontano proposed 
deletion of Section 50, the so-called "parental 


rights" section, from the Education Act, it thought it 


was just doing some housekeeping. It didn't 

anticipate the reaction across the province from 

concemed stakeholders in the public school system. 

Here in Quinte, for example, an overflow crowd 

estimated at over 800 people jammed into the 

Quinte Missionary Alliance Church for a public 

meeting on the issue in November. 

And they won. 

The government listened and in late December 
announced that it had changed its mind. Section 50 
will not be deleted because of its sensitivity. Instead, 
it will be up for discussion and clarification. 

Section 50 deals specifically with religious 
instruction, protecting the right of parents to choose 
the religious instruction offered to their children. 
While that may not seem like a big deal to most 
Canadians -- and didn't to the government -- in fact 
it is. As discussed in earlier editorials in QWN, 

education is an essential parental night and Section 
50 is the only place in the act to entrench such rights 
in any specific form. 

Thus, we welcome the government's decision. We 
agree, however, with the Coalition for Religious 
Freedom in Education when it states that more work 
needs to be done to achieve the full recognition of 
parental nghts and public funding of legitimate 
educational options. We hope that the residents who 
attended November's public meeting will not be 
satisfied simply to rest on the govermment’s 
decision, but will take seriously the need to express 
and exercise their parental rights and responsibilities 
in education. 


..and we lose some 


Also in late December, we finally received the 
federal government's response to our "Say No" 
campaign against raises in salary and tax-free 
expense accounts for MPs, which was signed by 
thousands of readers. As expected, we lost. 

The government's long-delayed response was to 
note that MPs received a small raise (no comment 
on the increased expense accounts) as an automatic 
provision of the Parliament of Canada Act before a 
freeze on public service wages announced later in 
the year. In other words, they got their snouts in the 
trough before banning others from doing the same.

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Six more flowering house plants 


Here are six Suggested Flowering House Plants 

_ACHEMEA (Bromelad). Achemeas are epiphytes which 

simply means they don't grow in the ground but in the 
crotches of trees where a mass of organic matter has 
collected. Leaves are grouped in a tight rosette and this is 
where the plant collects water and nutrients. Look for a 
variety called "Fasciata" with arching grey-green shiny 
leaves, cross-banded with sprinklings of white powder. 
Once it reaches maturity, (3 to 4 plants) the plant sends up 
a sturdy flower stalk bearing a pink inflorescence form 
which emerges tiny pink flowers that quickly turn pink. 
The flowers are short lived but the florescence will stand 
Strong and tall for at least six months. 

Keep the soil damp and water the inflorescence weekly, 
dumping out last weeks water before adding fresh. Full- 
sun West window in summer and a south window in the 
fall. winter and spring. 

BASKET VINE (Aeschynanthus) A trailing plant that is 
best displayed on a plant stand or an old-fashioned 
Smoking stand in an east window, 12 months of the year. 
Under natural light it's flowering season is limited to 
Summer but can be greatly extended under fluorescent 
lights. Tubular decorative flowers appear singly or in pairs 
from leaf axils. Look for a variety known as "Lipstick" 
Mee. two inch brilliant red flowers projecting from a black

AZALEA (Rhododendron) While the Azalea has

As long as it gets full sun, (east or west windows 
in Summer and a south window the rest of the year) it will 
flower and fruit continuously. Let the growing medium dry 
down until it is dry to the touch then soak. It grows to a 
maximum of three feet, but begins the flowering and 

iting process when it is only a few inches high. 

COLUMNAE (Gesneriad) This colourful cousin of the

African Violet can easily be made to flower all year, 
particularly if you can find a variety named “Early Bird”.

In death, they 
are forever united as murder vyic- 
tims whose lives were violently ter- 
minated by one man within the 
space of 16 days. The four young 
alifornia men had a lot in common. They were 
all under 23 years of age. All were ambitious men 
working at menial jobs to further other careers. 

Horacio Ariza worked the graveyard shift at a 
Santa Ana service station within walking distance of 
his home. A high school graduate, Horacio also 
worked part-time at a dry cleaning establishment in 
order to accumulate enough money to attend a 
junior college in Santa Ana. He intended to pursue a 
career as a civil servant 

On Oct. 19, 1984, in the wee hours of the morning, 
someone walked into the gas station, shoved a hand- 
gun in Horacio’s face and demanded the money 
from the cash register. Horacio was no doubt sur- 
prised, but he was well aware of the risks involved 
in working in a high crime area after midnight. The 
policy of the gas station chain was for employees to 
pass Over money to robbers without hesitation. 
From the physical evidence garnered at the scene, 
detectives were able to ascertain that the young 
man had turned over $200 to the robber. Then the 
gunman had shot Horacio directly in the head. 

A motorist pulled up to the as station and discoy- 
ered Horacio unconscious and bleeding profusely. 
Rushed by ambulance to the Irvine Medical Centre, 
the seriously wounded man never regained con- 
sciousness. Five days later, he died from the head 
wound. There was no apparent reason why the gun- 
man had shot Horacio. The killer had probably 
acted out of nervousness or fear of being identified.

Police believed 
that the same man was responsible for both kill- 
ings 

Victor Rea was enrolled at the Fashion Institute 
of Design and Merchandising in Santa Ana. At 20 
years of age, he was already a pretty fair fashion 
photographer. His instructors felt that he would 
eventually become a first-rate professional. Victor 
had the practical problem of covering his tuition at 
the Institute. That’s why he worked at the $6 an 
hour job clerking at an all-night gas station on 
Newhope St. 

The proliferation of robberies preyed on Victor’s 
mind. He told several acquaintances that it bothered 
him so much he planned on leaving the gas station 
job. Victor never got the chance. On Nov. 4, 
someone robbed Victor and shot him twice in the 
head, killing him instantly.

He 
ran screaming out of his store. Caught off guard, 
the gunman ran out of the store and jumped into a 
green Maverick. ; 

As luck would have it, a woman was parked 
nearby in a pickup truck with her boyfriend. This 
was no ordinary woman. She had just completed a 
month’s training at a police academy. She observed 
the fleeing man concealing his weapon and jumping 
into the Maverick. She and her boyfriend took off in 
pursuit. The robber shot twice at his pursuers, but 
missed both times. Slowly, he outdistanced the 
pickup truck, but the woman managed to jot down 
the Maverick’s license number. 4 

Police traced the Maverick to a woman in Lake 
Elsinore, Cal. They figured the woman’s boyfriend 
might be their man. He was out on parole and it 
was possible he would kill not to be identified. A 
two-time loser in California can expect a long prison 
sentence. Teofilo Medina, a career punk, was cur- 
rently out on parole for rape. é : 

Medina had a lengthy record of child molesting, 
rape, robbery and abduction going back 20 years. 
On Nov. 30 he called at his girlfriend’s house and 
was arrested by officers who had the residence 
staked out, waiting for his appearance. 

Medina, a huge man, standing six feet three 
inches and weighing 230 pounds, was tried on four 
charges of murder. The evidence pointing to his 
guilt was overwhelming. His fingerprints matched 
those found at the four murder scenes. A .22 calibre 
handgun confiscated from his house proved to be 
the murder weapon. Bullet fragments taken from 
the victims’ heads had been fired from his gun. 
Medina had stolen the weapon on Oct. 17, 1984 from 
a Santa Ana pawnshop. He had purchased hollow 
point bullets for the weapon. No question about it, 
this man didn’t plan on leaving witnesses. He had 
been paroled, had stolen a weapon and had gone on 
a killing spree. 

Teofilo Medina had jailhouse smarts. Before every 
court appearance, he went into rages, claimed to 
see visions and in general acted like a madman. At 
his murder trial he overturned tables and shouted 
obscenities until it was necessary to place him in 
handcuffs and leg irons. Psychiatrists testified that 
in their opinion Medina was faking insanity in order 
to avoid the death penalty. They pointed out that he 
was rational enough between court appearances, 
only going berserk when he knew he had to show up 
in court. 

Finally, in order for his trial to proceed, Medina 
was heavily sedated. The trial took a full month and 
resulted in a guilty verdict and the death sentence. 
At-a subsequent competency hearing, Medina took 
the witness stand and related that he had been 
visited by Jesus, the Devil, a big ball of light and 
assorted midgets. The jury was not impressed. They 
found him competent on the first ballot. 


Teofilo Medina presently resides on San Quentin’s 
Death Row.

1. Vaccinate all animals with rabies 
shots. 

2. Report all animal and human 
€xposure to suspected rabid animals, 

3. People should avoid stray animals that 


they’re confronted with, because Strays are 
rarely vaccinated. 


4. When wildlife are Overly aggressive 
remove yourself or your pets from 
dangerous situations, if possible. 

5. Don’t let pets run at large. 

Carswell says animals that are suspected 
of being infected with the rabies virus can 
be identified by the traditional visible 
effects: drooling, inability to swallow, 
Possible aggression, and difficulty 
walking.

Meeks urges mall concept 


to revitalize downtown core

Belleville council alderman Stu Meeks is 
confident a roof-like structure installed 
over downtown buildings could rekindle 
consumer interest in the lagging business 
core. 

Downtown business cores across the 
province are dying due to fierce 
competition from super malls that tout 
climate control, national chain stores and 
all the amenities of indoor shopping 
Meeks argues that fighting fire with fire is 
an idea that could catch on with desperate 
downtown associations in Ontario, 

Meeks is proposing to city council that a 
joint pilot program proposal be examined 
by the Downtown Business Improvement 
Area, Belleville and District Chamber of 
Commerce, city council and provincial and 
federal members of parliament. Meeks 
planned to bring the proposal forward at 
last night’s council meeting.

‘I'm asking council to examine a pilot 
project on revitalization of cities over 100 
years old. A closed in Front Street would 
create a mall effect and draw a heck of a lot 
more dollars to downtown,” contends 
Meeks. "Without something like this — 
although it would be a massive undertaking 
— I can see continous deterioration of the 
city. I think the idea could really catch on 
throughout Ontario.” 

Meeks says another main drawing card to 
augment a new roof, or canopy, would be 
converting one of the large vacant 
buildings, such as S&R Department store 
into a convention centre. 

“A convention centre would be the secret 
to success," says Meeks. "Bringing in 700 
to 1,000 people a week to the downtown 
would completely turn around the 
economy.” 

Mecks says the cost of converting the 
open-air downtown core into a roofed-in 
Structure could be offset by adding a 
second concourse to access emply second 
floor space above ground level stores, 
doubling potential commercial space. 

Meanwhile, a $25,000 revitalization 
Study of downtown that has been 
recommended to city council should be put 
on hold, says Meeks, until the new roof- 
structure proposal can be examined by all 
interested parties, 

Meeks first got the idea while visiting a 
hotel, convention centre in Albany, New 


York that displayed old-style store facades 
undemeath one large roof.

Nancy B's choice: life or death 


Dear Nancy B: 

Last week, a Quebec judge decided that you had the 
right to die. He said you could ask your doctor to pull the 
plug on your respirator and let nature take its course. 

And, barring a miracle, 
nature will take its course. 
You can't live without a 
respirator. Death will come 
quickly, "like drowning ... 
like having a bag tightened 
over the head,” as your 
doctor is quoted as saying. 

And you know that. You're not asking for a miracle. 
You're asking to die. No one should have to live with what 
you have had to face, you told the court in December. 

It's hard to blame you. You've spent two and a half years 
in a hospital bed paralyzed from the neck down. You can't 
do anything for yourself. You spend your days watching 
television and thinking and you can't bear it anymore. 
You've tried, you say, and enough is enough. 

The judge gave you 30 more days of thinking before he 
will allow you to make a final decision. What is going 
through your mind now? Are you a little frightened by the 
implications now that you can finally have your wish and 
desire? Or are you still determined to take the step? 

Whatever your decision, we respect it. It's not a decision 
for us to make and we don’t-want to sound smug and 
complacent by urging you to accept life when we don't 
share your crippling disability. It's your decision. 

But we have questions we'd like to make sure you ask. 

The newspaper reports describe you as a devout 
Catholic. That means you believe in God. Have you talked 
it over with him? The court agreed to your request, citing 
the principle of your autonomy and personal will, your 
right to self-determination. But if you believe in God, then 
you aren't the final measure of your destiny. Did you ask 
the one who made you what he thinks? 

We hear the despair in your voice when you ask for 
death, "Enough is enough ... No one should have to suffer 
as you have suffered.” 

What you are really asking is whether your life has 
meaning anymore. In the end, that's where your decision 
will probably be made. If you think your life has meaning 
-- if you think you have a reason to live -- then you will 
choose life. If you don't, then you won't.

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Will recycling ever pay for itself? Should we 
expect it to do so? 

AS reported in Quinte Weekly News last week, 
critics of blue box recycling charge that the cost of 
processing blue box materials is too high and the 
price paid by manufacturers for the recycled raw 
materials is too low to justify recycling. Processing 
of blue box materials costs an average of $170 to 


$190 per ton, while the processed materials can only 


be sold for much less. Newsprint and glass, for 

example, currently sell for $15 and $38 per ton 

respectively. 

While the gap between processing cost and sale 
price is likely to narrow as markets for recycled 
materials open up, the gap will never entirely 
disappear. Recycling, admits the manager of the 
recycling centre, will never entirely pay for itself. In 
fact, tipping fees may eventually have to be 
instituted for corporations. Some recycling centres 
already charge $45 per ton for corrugated 
cardboard. 

Does this mean that the critics are right and 
that recycling costs too much? We disagree. 

First, we think non-renewable resources should be 
recycled despite the cost. Sooner or later, we're 
going to run out of those resources, and we have no 
nght to expend them cheaply now and ask our 
descendants to pay the cost later. In accounting 
terms, that's called living off your capital. 

Second, recycling has to be compared to its 
alternatives. Market forces -- the growing shortage 
of suitable landfill sites and the environmental 
hazards of those sites -- are driving tipping fees ever 
higher at landfill sites and some materials may even 
be banned from them. For example, corrugated 
cardboard may well be banned soon by landfill 
operators because of the space the material takes up, 
cutting the working life of landfill sites by years. If 
that occurs, then recycling will be the only 
alternative no matter how much it costs. 

Tipping fees of $150 to $170 per ton would 
bridge the gap between the processing cost and 
resale price. That sounds like a lot when Quinte's 
landfill tipping fees are only $90 per ton, but local 
tipping fees are artificially low and can be expected 
to rise. Already, tipping fees in Toronto are over 
$230 per ton. In that context, recycling looks cheap. 

The recycling business is new and has some 
growing pains, but we don't think we can afford to 


not recycle. 2

Anglers fear native demands 


Cont. From Front 

A Ministry of Natural Resources 
spokesman, who didn’t want to be identified 
for fear of losing his job, told QWN in an 
interview Jan. 7 his “hands were tied. At 
this point we don’t make the decisions to 
charge natives spearing. There are 14 
separate qualifications that have to be 
looked at by the ministry office in Queen’s 
Park before a charge can even be laid.” 

The employee cited an instance here last 
spring of natives caught spearing spawning 
pickerel. “The fish were seized, but in this 
instance we were recommended not to 
proceed (with the charges),” he says. 

Chief Earl Hill of the Tyendinaga Reserve 
notes he wasn’t aware of any acts of 
spearing in rivers other than the annual 
spearing harvest on Salmon River, which is 
located on the reserve. Natives are allowed 
to spear on the reserve with a MNR permit. 

But even if he ‘was aware of it, Hill 
concedes there’s not a lot he can do about it. 

“We're no different than anyone else. We 
do have hotheads that think they own 
everything and can do anything they want,” 
says Hill. “But we, as a majority, want to 
protect and preserve our resources. We’re 
not here to cause controversy — we realize 


we have to conserve fish.” 

Hill says the traditional spearing of 
walleye on the reserve during spawning 
season takes a large number of fish, but says 
the number pales in comparison to the 
numbers of fish taken by ice fishermen. 

“People talk of spearing — I think a lot 
more fish are taken during ice fishing,” Hill 
says. "Just look at last winter -- there were 
4,000 ice huts on the Bay of Quinte. Times 
that by four fish a day — that’s 16,000 fish, 
a heck of a lot more fish than we would take 
ina whole season of spearing.” 

Matt Murphy of the Ontario Federation of 
Anglers and Hunters disagrees with the 
spearing tradition, saying it goes against 
sound fishery management principles. 

“People are asking how the government 
can tum over the fisheries to native peoples 
that are practising methods that go against 
conservation,” says Murphy. 

“If natives keep spearing and gill-netting 
a whole fish population, there is no question 
it will deplete future fish stocks. And there 
are hundreds and hundreds of examples of 
contraventions to conservation laws by 
natives across the province — spearing, 
catching out of season, flash lights at night,” 
Murphy says.

Pensioners group helps 





fill out your tax forms

When you mention Pensioners 
Concerned, the first thought that 
comes into most minds involves 
income tax. But their brochure 
indicates nearly 20 areas in which 
this group of some 50 volunteers 
provide year-round assistance to 
retirees and the disabled. 

The volunteers can be contacted at 
the Pensioners Concerned office 
located, since last June, on the 
second floor of Belleville's Century 
Place on a year-round basis. 


Organization helped 
almost 1,500 seniors and 
disabled to complete 
their tax forms last year 





"Officially we aren't open during 
July and August," said Fred Howitt, 
1991 president of the group. 

That's officially. Bob Beddie, the 
1991 vice president, came up with a 
log containing 18 pages of entries 
for that period in 1991."So much 
for summer holidays, " he said. 

Pensioners Concerned works in 
conjunction with Community Care 
for Seniors in Belleville. The 
Century Place location is handy for 
access to the federal Income 
Security Office, which handles CPP 
and OAS, as well as to Community 
Care. And the new location isn't 
very far from the provincial 
Ministry of Revenue on Dundas 
Street East or the income tax office 
on Station Street. 

Pensioners Concerned counselors 
are trained through government 
brochures and seminars provided 
annually by Revenue Canada. 

Some of the counselors working 
under the Pensioners 
Concerned banner do 
nothing but house 
calls. One works out of 
her own home. Others 
restrict themselves to 
centres like the Quinte 
Living Centre. The 
bulk of the work is 
done, though, around 
tax time by groups of

five or six who set up shop in the 
office. 

"We use Community Care's board 
room as well as our own office 
Space,” said Howitt. 

: Teams also visit senior complexes 
in the Belleville area. "The size of 
the team depends on how many sign 
up for the service," Beddie said. 

In Belleville, the organization 
shares space with Community Care 
for Seniors, which also picks up 
their rent. This allows Pensioners 
Concerned to function on a $10,000 
annual budget funded by donations 
from people using the service. In 
1991 they were also able to provide 
donations to the CNIB, Community 
Care, Meals on Wheels, the VON, 
Alzheimers, Gleaners, the United 
Way and Medic Alert. Last year’s 
donations totalled around $9000. 

From January to November 1991 
Pensioners Concerned provided 
assistance to just under 1,500 
seniors. 

Howitt and Beddie say the 
organization is always looking for 
volunteers. 

Pensioners Concerned is equipped 
is equipped to assist directly or to 
refer seniors and disabled people in 
financial matters ranging from OAP 
to CPP, from Income Tax to Property 
Tax Credit, from OHIP to the GST 
rebate. They can be reached at 962- 
6657 Monday to Friday. 

When asked who Pensioners 
Concerned would help, Beddie and 
Howitt replied that, while they were 
not in the business of competing 
with the various commercial tax 
preparers, they were also not in the 
business of sticking too closely to 
any arbitrary rules when it came to 
helping people. They're there to 
help any seniors and disabled who 
need the help.

“The majority of these arsons weren’t for financial gain, 
they were all pretty well set by what you’d call vandals 
who were playing around and the fun got out of control,” 
says Christopher. 

Christopher says public awareness can reduce the 
potential for arson damage. He urges residents to alert 
police of suspicious persons around vacant buildings 

“If young offenders are caught breaking and entering 
before they can set these fires, it can really avoid needless 
fire damage,” he says. 

Total fire damage in 1991 amounted to $949,450. The 
total in 1990 was more than two times higher -- 
$2,471,400 -- but $2 million of that figure was due to the 
Dussek-Campbell chemical plant fire. 

Two deaths resulted from complications of burn injuries 
caused by two separate fires in 1991.

Sas ste lay there, her assailant deliv- 
ered more blows and knife wounds, 
which almost ended her life. 

Rick rose from her still form to stare 
at two neighbors of the Ritters who had 
witnessed the whole thing. 

Chris Gehrke heard the horrible 
screams from across the street. He and 
another neighbor, Ronald Abt, ran to 
the girl’s assistance. 

Rick Church turned’ and ran away, 
while Chris and Ronald assisted the 
fallen girl. As they leaned over Coleen, 
the Ritters’ door opened. 

Out staggered Matthew, blood stream- 
ing from his side. The youngster would 
survive, as would his sister. 

Investigators felt Rick would be 
picked up within 24 hours. After all, he 
had been seen jumping into his mother’s 
1981 Dodge pickup truck. 

They had an excellent description of 
the vehicle, complete with licence num- 
ber. Police figured the killer couldn’t get 
far on a quiet Sunday in the suburbs. 

They were wrong. 

Reports of sightings of the wanted 
man came from all over the United 
States. Most proved to be erroneous. 

Police forces across the country were 
provided with -Rick’s description. The 
RCMP and Interpol were notified that 
the fugitive might attempt to leave the 
United States. 

Unknown to Rick Church, he had 
received a break, one that was to give 
him a head start on his hunters. 

When Woodstock police issued bulle- 
tins to other police forces, they neg- 
lected to describe or mention the Dodge 
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pickup truck. 

Rick crossed the country and aban- 
doned the vehicle in a strip mall parking 
lot in Hollywood, Calif. _ : 

When Hollywood police towed the 
vehicle away, they routinely checked the 
license number and notified Rick’s 
mother by mail back in Illinois. 

It was she who informed the local 

olice that the vehicle had been located. 

Rick had made it to California. There 
the trail came to an abrupt end. 

Rick Church, the athletic six-footer 
with the high IQ and the ready smile, 
vanished into thin air. 

Months turned into years. 

As this is written, it’s not known 
where Rick spent the more than two 

ears following the murders. He claims 
he worked in Salmon, Idaho, New York 
City and Alma, Arkansas before gravi- 
tating to Salt Lake City, Utah. 

The clean-cut young man who applied 
for the job at Bennett’s Pit Bar-B-Que 
had all the right answers. In fact, owner 
John Diamond figured Danny Carson 
was a real find for his restaurant. 

Danny proved to be an honest, hard- 
working individual. He rose from: cook 
to assistant manager. ~ 

To earn extra money, he worked as a 
janitor at the Delta Center, home of the 
Utah Jazz basketball team. 

Socially, Danny dated and had a group 
of friends, who all say that he was a 
pleasant easy-going guy. 

John Diamond took a liking to Danny, 
as did John’s wife Donna. When I spoke 
to her, she told me the Danny Carson 
she knew bore little resemblance to the 
young man who was supposed to have 
done such terrible things back in 
Illinois. 

Salt Lake City police officer Craig 
Park often ate at Bennett's. He had seen 
the program, America’s Most Wanted, 
featuring the Richard Church case. 

He had read about the case in a local 
newspaper, but maybe it was the latest 
poster he had observed which convinced 
him that the lad at Bennett’s named 
Danny bore a striking resemblance to 
Rick Church. 


Park decided to check it out. Within 
hours, on Nov. 21, 1991, Rick Church, 
alias Danny Carson, was taken into cus- 
tody. 

The state of Illinois plans to seek the 
death penalty for the clean-cut college 
boy who, on the morning of Aug. 21, 
1988, allegedly took the lives of Ruth 
and Raymond Ritter.

Mild weather early last 
week followed by Arctic 
like temperatures kept even 
the most ardent anglers off 
the ice. 

Those who did choose to 
bear the inclimate elements 
were treated to some good 
action, especially in the 
Long Reach area.

parents with children in the two hospitals 
come from the Quinte region. 

The study found that families spent an 
average $35 a day, not including lost wages. 
And 79 per cent of these same families 
eamed less than $47,000 a year. 

“Expenses can mount to $1,000 per 
month, a harsh economic reality for 
families in crisis,” says Burke. 

Enter “Almost Home”, a non-profit 
proposal by a large handful of concerned 
parents who are determined to establish a 
“home away from home” in Kingston.

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door was closed. There was nothing left to do but 
wait until morning 
The reverend left for the warmth of a cozy hotel 
room with the promise that he would be back bright 
and early the next morning. The two otherwise _ 
intelligent men spent a miserable night in the dirly, 
co!d shack 
Next morning the reverend returned and took a 
look through the trap door. Unfortunately, the water 
had frozen, but it was soon chipped away and the box 
lifted up. The dregs remaining in the box were 
transferred to a bottle, which was carefully sealed 
The three men rode away with their precious bottle 
to have a piping hot breakfast. Pierson then { 
delivered the bottle for analysis to the chemist of his 
choice. Clever Jernegan wanted to appear above 
reproach to his associates. He reminded them that 
they had constructed the box, purchased the 
quicksilver-and chemicals and had even chosen the 
chemist. There was no room for — heaven 
forbid  skulldugytery 
Phe following day, full of anticipation, the three 
men called on the chemist to receive the results of 
his analysis. There was no doubt about it he had 
recovered pold to the value of $1.50. The men gasped. 
What if they had 1.000 of those litle boxes in the 
ocean every night? That would come to $4,500 every 
24 hours 

Sly smiles spread across the faces of the two men, 
who now felt fortunate to be let in on such a project. 
Still, they were cautious men. The experiment had to 
be tried in other states. Rev. Jernegan agreed. In 
due course, experiments were held in Connecticut 
and Maine with similar suceess. 

There was no doubt about if, all three principals 
were on the threshold of becoming millionaires. The 
catch? Well, the solution was simple, as all con 
fames are when you know the answer. His name was 
Charlie Fisher, a deep-sea diver who was hired by 
the reverend to salt those experimental boxes. It was 
chilly work, but the potential payoff was worth the 
effort. Charlie was‘the reverend’s partner in crime. 

On Nov. 5, 1897, a group of successful intelligent 
men gathered in Portland, Maine to form a 
corporation dedicated to extracting gold from the 
ocean. The new organization was called The 
Mlectrolytic Marine Salts Co. It was agreed that 10 
million shares would be issued at a par value of one 
doliar each. Charlie Fisher came out of the 
woodwork, or if you wish, out of the ocean, posing as 
a dear friend of Rev. Jernegan’s. He was appointed 
treasurer, which was only fitting 

A few weeks after that first meeting, with shares 
selling briskly and dollars flowing into the treasury, 
il was decided to construct the company’s first plant 
al North Lubee, Maine on Passamaquoddy Bay. 
Securily was the order of the day. After all, the 
secret chemicals and quantilies used were the 
essence of the enterprise. Barbed wire ran atop a 
high fence enclosing the entire compound. Armed 
guards patrolled the grounds. A 700-foot dam was 
built.

The very first night's take was in keeping with the 
initial experimental results. The contents of the 243 
bottles were analyzed by the U.S. Assay Office in 
New York. What could be more legitimate? The 
suckers clamored to purchase stock in the 
Electrolytic Marine Salts Co. 

It wasn’t long before another dam was under 
construction. Offices were built. Some of the larger 
investors even purchased impressive homes in the 
area to be near their gold producing investment. At 
the height of the construction boom, over 500 
carpenters and tradesmen were working in and 
around North Lubec. 

And then it happened. One fine day in July. 1898. 
the boxes were extracted from the ocean and sent to 
be analyzed. Not a smidgen of gold was found in any 
of the boxes. The plant staff attempted to find Rev. 
Jernegan, but the reverend was nowhere to be found. 
Maybe Charlie Fisher had the answer. Surprise! 
Charlie had flown the coop. In fact. Charlie was 
never found and no one knows just how much cold 
hard cash he extracted from the treasury of the 
Electrolytic Marine Salts Co. 

Rev. Jernegan, with his wife and son, made his 
way to France. Before sailing from New York, he 
dashed off a note to Ryan: ‘‘Fisher has disappeared 
with the formulas. I'm afraid he has fooled us all and 
I am going to Europe to try to find him.” 

Deacon Ryan and Pierson lost heavily, but 
evidently the reverend had a twinge of conscience 
while touring Europe. He sent $75,000 to his two 
friends as a sort of goodwill gesture. 

Word drifted back to the U.S. that a new process 
being developed in England could successfully 
extract pure gold from sea water. The reverend had 
set up shop again, but this time a few cables from 
the colonies were his undoing. 

Rev. Prescott Jernegan gave up the con game 
business and moved with his family to the 
Philippines, where he became a respected school 
teacher. No doubt, on quict days, he would stare out 
a classroom window and observe the cool Pacific 
Ocean just waiting to give up its horde of pure gold.

The possibility of amalgamation of 
all ten townships in Prince Edward 
County into a one-tier system worries 
Bill Bonter, reeve of Ameliasburgh 
Township. 





As the county’s largest and most 
populated township with 5,300 
residents, Ameliasburgh would lose 
its autonomy, its grass-roots 
connection to voters and would be tied 
to a system that it isn’t really part of. 

Sure, argues Bonter, Ameliasburgh 
Township pays into the county coffers 
and in exchange receives county- 
related services. And, yes, the 
township is located within Prince 
Edward County’s borders. 

But he feels the township belongs 
more with the Belleville-Trenton 
corndor along the Bay of Quinte than 
to Picton, its county cousin. 

“Most of us (85 to 90 per cent) go to 
Belleville or Trenton for our cultural 
and consumer activities. Hardly any of 
us go to Picton,” says Bonter.

The 50-plus age group is the 
fastest growing consumer market in 
Canada, MacKenzie said. The 
number of people over the age of 50 
is expected to grow from 6.2 
million in 1986 to 7.6 million in 
1996. And that growth will only 
accelerate. When the first baby 
boomers start to hit 50 in 1996, 
MacKenzie says it will "be like an 
elephant moving through a python.” 

By the end of this decade, 50- 
plus consumers are expected to 
represent 28 per cent of the 
Canadian population, she said. 
Already in Quinte, the market 
represents approximately 30 per 
cent of the population and are a 
significant target market for many 

local businesses.

According to MacKenzie, prime 
time consumers, especially those in 
the 50 to 64-year-old bracket, have 
money to spend. They have 
typically paid off their mortgage 
and seen their children leave home. 
As a result, prime time consumers 
control 80 per cent of the country's 
wealth and are responsible for 55 
per cent of discretionary spending. 
They own more second homes 
than the national average, purchase 
33 per cent of all luxury cars and 
spend as much as 4 per cent of 
their income on travel, especially 
exotic travel, 

Yet, most marketing people are 
only just discovering the 50-plus 
consumer. Only in the last few 
years, MacKenzie said, have older 
people started appearing in 
commercials and _ national 
magazine advertising. 





The 50-plus market is 
experiencing rapid changes as it 
grows. For example, today's 50- 
plus consumers are used to delayed 
gratification and will study a 
purchase carefully and wait until 
they are sure they can afford it, 
MacKenzie said. But the baby 


boomers entering the market in 
four years time will be different. 
"They've never had to wait for 
anything in their lives,” she said.

‘Depot' makes sense of recycling 


Developed 
by local 
entrepreneur 


A local entrepreneur has 
designed a wooden post to 
help sort the many 
recyclables that are now 
being collected in the 
Quinte area. 

Karyn Wright, a Foxboro 
resident, found that 
managing the sorting and 
storage of household paper, 
newspaper, boxboard 


textiles, and plastics that the 
Blue Box 2000 program 
now collects was a weekly 
nightmare. 


"It was almost easier to 
say ‘the heck with this’ and 
throw the stuff into the 
regular garbage,” she says. 

But her environmental 
good conscience wouldn't 
let her. 

In talking with friends, 
she found that others were 
having a similar problem 
with mounds of plastic bags 
lurking in untidy piles on 
comers of kitchens or filling 
up closets. "There must be 
an easier way!" was a 
common cry. 

Wright put her 
imagination to work, 
knowing that any solution 
would have to be simple 
and inexpensive or else 
most people just wouldn't 


bother. 

Soon the Depot was 
developed. It consists of a 
simple one-foot square 
wooden stand with a series 
of hooks screwed in around 
it for the support of used 
grocery bags. The top of the 
stand is labelled so house 
holders can easily see which 
bag holds which recyclable 
ie. paper vs. plastics. 

The Depot is small 
enough to sit on a counter 
top or beside the blue box 
on the floor to create a 
household recycling centre. 

Wright has applied for a 
patent for her design but not 
wanting Blue Box 2000 to 
suffer any setbacks, has 
already started producing 


the Depot out of her home 
workshop. It is available at 
Semple's grocery store and 
Ecomart in Belleville for 
$19.95, but as one of her 
friends said “it's worth it's 
weight in gold!" 

With Prince Edward 
County now on-line for the 
Blue Box 2000 program, 
there are a potential 40,000 
homes that could use the 
Depot to solve their 
recycling nightmare. 

As Belleville Mayor 
Shirley Langer said to Ms. 
Wright: "It is good to see 
people using their heads and 
translating good ideas into 
reality which helps solve 
some of our practical 
problems.”

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Thoughts on being a house husband 


Being a house husband is a rare experience in our career- 
driven male culture. I know. I was one once. 

I stayed home with my oldest son for three years, taking 
over from my wife when he was one year old. I was a house 
husband by choice. It wasn't because I was laid off or fired or 
couldn't find a job. No, I 
wanted to spend some years 
at home with my oldest son 
and find out what it was like. 

Which drove my 
grandmother crazy. She 
couldn't understand why her 
favourite grandson (because 
he was the first) would get a master’s degree in journalism 
and then stay home rather than get a real job. 

On the other hand, I have rarely run into another father 
who didn't envy the opportunity to spend at least a little ime 
at home with his children at some point in his career. But 
somehow, careers always got in the way for them. 

BREAD WINNERS 

I came to know my oldest son in a way that my father 
never came to know any of his children. He was always too 
busy on the job and came from a generation that really 
approved of men as bread winners and not much else. And I 
think he always felt a little awkward around children. Like 
many men, he wasn't sure exactly what he should do around 
them, 

I also leamed to appreciate the fact that you can work all 
day long and at the end of the day wonder what on earth you 
did -- if in fact you did anything at all. 

How often don't husbands walk into the house from their 
jobs and look at the dirty dishes still stacked in the sink and 
dinner behind schedule and the living room still a 
playground and say: "Well, what did you do today?" 

And the reply is: "Nothing! All I did today was run around 
after the little munchkin, changing his diaper and keeping 





him out of trouble and trying to keep from taking the spoon 
from his hand and feeding him myself because three quarters 
of the food winds up on his face and the floor and putting 
him to sleep and entertaining him and cleaning up behind 
him and I'm exhausted and why don't you fix dinner if you 
think it’s all so easy!" 

FEW VISIBLE STANDARDS 

The problem is that taking care of a child has few visible 
standards of achievement. Dirty dishes, like the poor, are 
with you always and parenting isn't like making widgets. 
You can't say: "Today I made 1,000 widgets and only three 
didn't pass quality control." No, all you're doing is helping to 
form the life of a little human being, often with few visible 
results and with the frustration of wondering if you're doing 
the right thing or if you'll ever know. 

DIVISION OF LABOUR 

In the years since then, the division of labour around our 
household has varied between myself and my wife as our 
outside commitments have varied, but if you averaged it out 
over the years, you'd find that we have divided the tasks 
pretty equally. And that is a rarity in a society that pays lip 
service to equality but that in fact leaves most of the home 
jobs for Super Mom to do after she arrives home from work. 
I think we have divided the jobs fairly in our household 
because I know what goes into making a house a home. 

SELF-JUSTIFICATION 

Oddly, although I had deliberately chosen to be a house 
husband and felt it was a worthwhile and honourable 
occupation, I found myself constantly justifying myself. 
People would ask what I did. "I'm a house husband." But I 
would hasten to add: "I also write.” 

Strange, isn’t it? Nurturing your child has to be onc of the 
most useful and worthwhile things anyone can do in a 
lifetime, and yet I felt it wasn't enough to justify my 
existence. I had to do something else that was “useful.” A lot 
of women tell me they, too, felt that way as house wives.

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Achieving financial freedom at age 55 


Attaining financial freedom at 55 and beyond means that 
you are in a position to realistically decide to retire at age 55 
without having to significantly alter your lifestyle. 

However since we cannot single-mindedly pursue 
financial freedom at only one age many years into the 
future, we must also ensure that we have attained financial 
security throughout all of our lifetime. 

According to a recent study by a group of economists, for 
every 100 people starting their careers the following 
Situation exists at age 65:

have incomes under $4,400 

have incomes between $4,400 and $2,900 (median 
income $6,800) 

3 have annual incomes over $29,000 

Revenue Canada reports that the average income for all 
pensioners in a recent year was $6,336. It is a tragic paradox 
that in one of the world’s richest countries, so many people 
live in poverty. 

These people didn't plan to fail ... they failed to plan. 

What then are the obstacles to attaining financial freedom 
and what can you so to make sure you will be amongst the 
group who will achieve financial freedom? 

In random order, the most common obstacles to financial 
freedom are: 

Cash Flow Management - Most people make enough 
money during their working career to attain financial 
freedom. Unfortunately they don't manage their cash flow 
properly. Think of all of the income you have eamed so far 
in your career and then consider how much of your earnings 
you still have. :

Solution: Establish a budget which provides for a 
"Financial Freedom at 55 and Beyond" payment 

In other words pay yourself first. Work towards paying 
yourself 12 percent of your income if you belong to a 
pension plan or 18 percent if you don't. Review your budget 
annually and immediately upon receiving a salary increase.

Obstacle: Disability

Inflation can't be stopped -- at least not by us. However 
there are many strategies that can effectively deal with the 
ravages of inflation. The most important strategy you can 
adopt is to start planning early. (See an example of what 
happens to an RRSP plan over varying lengths of time 
elsewhere in this edition.) 
Obstacle: Financial Mistakes 
Solution: Competent advisors 
Work with your advisors. don't try to do it all yourself. 
Diversify investments and balance your portfolio between 
equities and guarantees. Review annually to make sure you 
are on track towards your goals. 
Obstacle: Unexpected and /or Life Situations 
Solutions: Plan for Contingencies 
Implement plans such as UIC, CPP, OHIP, and the plans 
discussed previously. Use credit prudently (it's expensive 
otherwise) and establish a contingency fund (50 per cent of 
net income). Finally pay off any non-deductible debt (e.g. 
mortgage) as quickly as possible. 
Obstacle: Retirement or Employment Income Stops 
Solution: Retirement Planning 
Start planning your retirement early -- it's never to early. 
Become aware of how your pension plan, RRSPs and the 
resulting income options work. Remember that retirement 
planning will be affected by all of the areas we have been 
discussing.

Do you remember what it was like to be a 
child? 

There was a special magic to the moment 
just before the puck dropped on the harbour 
ice, the feeling in the pit of the stomach just 
before launching a sled down the hill at 
Zwick’s for the first time, mud fights at the 
water's edge at the Outlet beach, the heat of 
the yellow sand and the sun that was 
cooking the fat man reading a book on the 
beach, the heavy eamestness of three teens 
contemplating life on a park bench. 

Those were some of the feelings from 
childhood and local scenes that Belleville 
artist Barbara Whelan tried to capture o the 
course of a two year project that saw her 
paint close to 40 canvasses on the theme of 
"The Magic of Childhood”. Thirty-four of 
the paintings were shown in the fall at the 
Belleville Public Library Gallery. 

She deliberately limited the colours she 
worked with in the show to threc bold 
primary colours: red, yellow and bluc. As 
well, the figures in the paintings have a 
child-like feel to them.They are a little 
awkward, not quite realistic, and that's 
intentional. Instead of a snapshot, she wants 
to capture the feeling of what the children 
are doing. 

"I's the whole feeling,” she says. “If I 
just wanted a picture of them sleigh riding, 
I'd take a photo.” 


However, Whelan says she works from 
photographs as well as_ sketches. 
Photographs give her some of the colour 
and catch the action. 

"I can sketch very fast -- but not fast 
enough to catch the action,” she admits.

Sketches, on the other hand, give her the 
relationships between things and some of 
the feeling. 

She describes it as painting the life force 
and energy in things. The sledding hill, for 
example, at Zwicks still has a life force

even though it is dormant and covered with 
snow, she says. 

Whelan knows the area she paints. She 
has lived most of her life, despite leaving at 
various times, in Belleville. 

She has always been an artist for as long 
as she can remember. "I was really 
surprised to find that not everyone could 
draw," she says of her teens. 

The response to her fall show was 
overwhelming. Ten paintings were sold 
during the showing and youngsters in 
particular enjoyed it. 

Perhaps the response to the theme of her 
painting is best summed up by the mother 
of one youngster to visit the show: 

"My daughter (age 7) and I really 
enjoyed Barbara's paintings. She used 
bright colours that attracted our eyes. We 
enjoyed the pictures with children the most: 
Jane Series II, Mud Fight, Feeding the 
Gulls and Fun at Zwicks. I feel art 
exhibitions play a very important role in 
this community because it gives adults and 
children a new interest to enjoy. It shows 
there is more to life than just television. 
You provided good background material. 
Her work leaves you wanting to know if 
she has a family. We could see she enjoys 
people." 

And in fact, Whelan does have a family. 
She notes that over the two years that she 
worked on the The Magic of Childhood, 
her son had a baby boy and her daughter 
had twins.

The types of investments that can be made with an 
RRSP have also grown, including certificates ranging from

have a contribution in 1991. 

Contributions made up to and including Feb. 29, 1992 
can be deducted from your 1991 taxable income, and the 
contribution limit is the lesser of $11,500 or 18 per cent of 
earned income for 1990 less any pension adjustments 
found on your 1990 T4 slips.

Finally, after more than a month of spotty angling, the 
walleye are starting to bite with some consistency for those 
who make an effort to find them.

damp bed for your garden 


any years ago in early 

gardening years, I fell in love 

with the ferny foliage and soft 

flower plumes of Astilbe. Since 
I am one of those characters who believe 
that if one is good, two are twice as good, I 
bought five 18-inch plants and installed 
them on a well-drained hillside. 

They didn't do much the first year, nor 
the second. By year three they had 
diminished and by year four they were 
gone. It was then that I followed the maxim 
" _ if all else fails, read directions” and

turned to a book on perennials. 

The answer was obvious. Astilbe didn't 
like high, well-drained conditions, but low 
and damp conditions. So did a number of 
my favorites such as: hosta, day lilies, cone 
flowers, Forget-Me-Nots, Autumnal, 
Helenium and monk's hood. 

Creating a damp bed in your garden is 
easier than you think. As long as you take 
the initial time to create the right 
conditions, maintaining it is even easier. It 
all begins with choosing the proper site. 

First of all, plants that like damp 
conditions usually like full sun or light 
shade. To provide a natural look, search out 
the lowest spot in the garden as long as it is 
within reach of the hose. As far as size 
goes, let site and budget dictate. 

Once site and size has been defined 
begin the preparation with your garden 
hose, not as a water source but as a 
template, laying it out around the 
periphery of the area and pushing and 
pulling until you achieve the shape that 
satisfies you. Then sink a garden spade on 
a slight angle all around the outer and 
inner edges of the hose, remove it, pull out 
the narrow strip of soil and,voila, your 
garden is defined. 

Remove the sod and save it on plastic 


sheeting. Do the same with any topsoil 
under the sod and then start digging, 
removing all stones and roots, including 
those protruding from the sides, removing 
all the subsoil to a depth of 16 to 18 inches. 
Save it unless you have a lot of topsoil for 
use in the soil preparation necessary for the 
creation of the damp bed. 

Now that you have a hole in the ground 
the time has come to fill it, but first you 
need some heavy duty plastic, either the 
black plastic available at hardware stores or 
a pool liner available at any water garden 
outlet. In fact, the shape of 
your pool may be governed 
by the size and shape of 
the liner. 

Lay the plastic in the 
hole, flattening and 
smoothing as you go across 
the bottom and up the sides 
of the hole. Punch holes in 
the bottom about six inches apart with your 
garden fork. Smooth again, cut off the 
plastic about inch below the top edge of the 
hole and secure around the top with short 
pieces of garden stakes pushed through the 
plastic and into the sides of the hole. 

Return the sod to the ground, top side 
down. Mix the topsoil with peat moss and 
medium grade horticultural vermiculite, 
one peat, one vermiculite to one unit of 
soil. If this doesn't provide enough, use the 
subsoil mixed with three parts of peat and 
one vermiculite to one unit of subsoil. 
Compress lightly as you go an as you reach 
the top, remove the stakes. To allow for 
sinkage mound two to three inches above 
the surrounding ground. Soak until the 
medium becomes soggy and, since you are 
going to let it stand for a few days, now is 
the time to plan your planting. 

First of all, decide on the principal sight 
lines by which the garden will be viewed 
so you can plant the taller plants in the 
foreground. Then it's time to plan your 
plantings, pick your plants and plant your 
plan. 

Three factors should govern your choice 
of plants: personal preference, height and 
season of bloom. And that's what we'll talk 
about next week.

We take old age & long life for granted 


If I had lived 100 years ago I'd probably be dead. 

Okay, so in a hundred years we're all dead anyway. What 
I mean is, that having attained the ripe old age of 38 years, 
4 months and 20 days (as of this writing), I would have 
outlived the average life 
span in Ontario in 1892 by 4 
years, 8 months and 20 days. 

Sobering thought, isn't it. 

We take old age more or 
less for granted today. 

In North America, the 
average life span has risen to 
the seventies -- the lower 
seventies for men and higher seventies for women, 
although the gap is narrowing. 

And life spans are increasing. 

Insurance agents have a vested interest in selling us more 
life insurance for longer periods of time, but it's a fact that 
average life spans are expected to rise to 100 or even 110 in 
the early 21st century -- which isn't nearly as far away as it 
seemed in science fiction stories in the early sixties. 

We may take old age for granted today, but the fact is that 
long life is a very recent phenomenon. 

The Toronto Star of May 30, 1900 reported with pride 
that the average life span had then reached the figure of 35 
years, 9 months and 3 days -- "a remarkable record and ... a 
satisfactory comment on the work of medical men in 
Ontario." 

And it would have seemed remarkable then. The story, 
based on death records collected by the department of the 





Registrar General, reported that the average lifespan in 
1869 was only 27 years, 11 months and 23 days. In the 
span of just 23 years -- literally almost a generation then -- 
life spans had increased by a quarter. 

Today, we live on average three times as long as most 
Ontario residents did in 1869. Do you think we enjoy it 
more, too?

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Progress toward a 
smoke-free society 


One of the interesting things to watch over the 
past decade has been the change in public 
attitudes towards smoking. 

Could you imagine, for example, enough 
consumer demand for a smoke-free donut shop? 
Smoking and coffee seem to go together like 
ham and eggs for most smokers, who almost 
automatically light up as soon as they sit down to 
a coffee. 

And yet, one of the highlights of National Non- 
Smoking Week was the presentation of a plaque 
to the Tim Hortons at the Bell North Front 
Centre for being entirely smoke free. No one 
smokes on the premises -- not customers, not 
even employees on breaks at the back. 


As reported at the time in Quinte Weekly 
News, owner Darrel Joyce predicts that the food 
industry eventually will go entirely smoke-free, 
either because of legislation or because of 
consumer pressure. 

We would expect that to happen through 
consumer pressure, especially as the number of 
smokers declines in Ontario and smoking 
becomes less and less socially acceptable. 

And we would welcome it. In our own 
experience, we can testify that unwanted smoke 
drifting from a neighbouring table can really ruin 
an otherwise fine meal. There is nothing worse 
than a fine glass of wine and the sudden whiff of 
someone else's cigarette smoke. 


And designated smoking and non-smoking 
areas don't really solve the problem. Nor do 
sophisticated -- and expensive -- ventilation and 
air purification systems, as Mr. Joyce found at 
his first coffee shop. Smoke tends to drift. You 
can't restrain it. 

In the long term, we expect to see an 
increasing number of smoke-free establishments 
in the food industry, especially those offering a 
fine dining experience -- and not because of 
government legislation but because more and 
more Consumers simply won't put up with other 
people's smoke mixing with their food. 


And in the really long term, we wouldn't be 
Surprised to see the ashtray join the spittoon as a 
historical relic. And we won't be sad to see it 
happen.

Located at Queen Victoria School in 
Belleville, the Adventure Class has been in 
- Operation since 1986, guided in its infancy 
largely by teacher Andy Hanson and a 
dedicated group of parents. 

Aptly called the “Adventure Class”, the 
classroom is a place of adventure. Hanson 
tries every day to make curriculum come 
alive, adaptable ... real — no easy task for a 
melting pot of students who range from 
Kindergarten to Grade 5. 

He’s helped by parents who, on a rotation 
basis, assist in the mentoring and 
Supervising responsibilities by taking 
morning and afternoon shifts to be with 
their kids. 

It’s a real community atmosphere. 

Together, parents and Hanson cling 
fiercely to the belief that enhancing these 
formative years in their children’s 
education will pay off down the road 
academically, emotionally and 
intellectually.

figures," Macdonald says. As 


things for themselves. When they graduate 
from this class they should be asking their 
Own questions and in turn getting their own 
answers,” says Hanson.

Kids still need to be 
able to read, write and solve math 
problems. The real question these days, 
however, is “How do we teach them?” 

Hanson says the problems with 
mainstream education today are largely 
systemic and shouldn’t be attributed to the 
teachers or curriculum. 

Thankfully, says Hanson, boards of 
education are recognizing that fundamental 
changes in the realm of education delivery 
are crucial. 

“Teachers are moving towards more open 
and freer methods of teaching. I know we 
are here,” says Hanson. "The Adventure 
Class is answering the parents’ need for 
choice in Hastings County.” 

Parent Joe Callahan throws a volley of 
answers at the first question: Why do 
parents like this approach so much?

“This class allows us, as parents, to play 
a primary role in our child’s formal 
education,” Callahan says. "There is a 
parent present all of the time. There is also 
a forum where I can have input — we have 
monthly parent meetings, potluck suppers, 
camping trips — we build relationships. 
The other thing is that I can relate to 
(daughter) Alison when she tells me one of 
her classmates helped her with a problem. 
It really means something to me, because | 
know that child and their parents.” 

Callahan and his wife Nancy plan to 
enroll their son Christopher in the 
classroom next year. 

“Without this class I would pull my 
children from the system and give them 
home instruction. That’s how strong I feel,” 
says Callahan, a photography teacher at 
Loyalist College of Applied Arts and 
Technology.

“The bottom line is we should be more 
active in our child’s learning.

"To have the involvement of 
the parents near 100 per cent is something 
most teachers just don’t have. It really 
broadens the program.” 

In future, more parental interest in the 
program will support the Adventure Class 
parent committee’s mandate to expand the 
class to include another classroom and 
more students.

'Prime time’ consumers are fastest growing market

Prime time consumers -- people aged 50 and older -- 
can be divided into three different consumer groups 
with different needs and expectations, said marketing 
consultant Susan MacKenzie. They also constitute the 
fastest growing market in the country, she said. 

MacKenzie was speaking to a workshop on pnme 
lume consumers sponsored by Quinte Weekly News 
and the Ontano Ministry of Citizenship. 
Approximately 50 local business people attended the 
seminar, which was held in late January at the 
Belleville Ramada Inn. 

The first group consists of people aged 50 to 64 who 
are called ‘Master Consumers’. 

According to MacKenzie, the people found in this 
age group are the most affluent. Most have paid their 
mortgage and have money to spend. They have almost 
half of the buying power of the 50-plus market, she 
said 

They are better educated and more urban than older 
members of the prime time group. According to 
MacKenzie, 78 per cent live with their spouses. 
Seventy per cent of the men and 50 per cent of the 
women are still working. 

They are very style conscious, and interestingly, 63 
per cent wear jeans and 80 per cent wear sneakers. 
Often, Master Consumers are interested in fitness and 
this is the prime time group most likely to chose an 
aclive vacation in an exolic or luxurious setting. 

"These are the most sophisticated consumers of all,”

MacKenzie said. "They have the dollars to spend -- 
but they're going to challenge you every time.” 

Master Consumers won't settle for anything less than 
high quality backed by excellent service, she said. 

Maintainer Consumers are the next group aged 65 to 
74. Although 75 per cent are marmied, the number of 
women in this group out balances the number of men 
since men continue to die younger than women. 

This age group has lower income and lower 
educational levels than the Master Consumer, but 
MacKenzie wams not to underestimate the "life 
knowledge” they have accumulated. 

This is also the most physically active of the three 
prime time groups, mostly on doctor's orders. 

Their interest is in maintaining the status quo. They 
have probably bought their last home, most are retired 
and their aim is to continue to maintain their life style 
as long as possible, MacKenzie said. Thus, they are 
interested in security, especially financially but also in 
other areas. They typically like to travel and have time 
for it, but tend to prefer safe and secure destinations 
rather than exotic locales. 

Similarly, they are probably the biggest group to use 
shopping malls, which are safe, warm and social. And 
shopping is a social activity for this group in contrast 


to Master Consumers, who see shopping as a job. 

Finally, people 75 and older make up the group 
called Simplifier Consumers. 

They are not a key group from a retail point of view. 
Not only is this group the least affluent, but it is a time 
when people are streamlining their lives, MacKenzie 
Said. 

Many live alone and are isolated. Many lose their 
spouses at this age. Thus, they tend to enjoy group 
social activities such as bowling or golfing. 

None of them see themselves, however, as old, 
MacKenzie said. All members of the prime time 
market, especially those in this group, equate old with 
being sick. 

Jut because they are older, don't think they won't buy 
the latest in high tech, however. According to one 
member of a focus group of prime time seniors at the 
workshop, many people in this category are buying 
microwaves, VCRs and other items for the first time 
because for the first time they are able to afford them. 
They will, however, need more help from the retailer 
to thoroughly explain how to operate the machines. 

And although the Simplifier Consumer is not a 
major market for retailers, it is the fastest growing 
category in the over 50 population.

They lived in a double flat on George St., which con-

lower floor and three bedrooms on the top attic level. 

By 1877, Chantrelle was guzzling a bottle of wlliskey 
every day at home. Every afternoon he could be foun 
at Kis favorite watering hole, the Hanover Hotel. Just 
to complete the picture, the suave teacher of foreign 
languages liked to frequent the local house of ill repute 
just a block away on Clyde St. Let’s face it, Chantrelle 
was not what you would call a good family man. 

The Chantrelles retained a servant, Mary Byrne. It 
\is from her that we learn that the master of the house 
belittled his wife in front of the children, often refer- 
ring to her as “‘that bitch.”” Sometimes he struck her. 
On those occasions Lizzie retreated to her mother’s 
home, but she always returned, determined to make a 
success of her marriage. =e 

Life went on in ils turbulent way. Once Lizzie went 
as far as to have her husband jailed for striking her, 
but when it came time to press charges, she relented. 
The family managed to have an almost peaceful 
Christmas in 1877, despite the head of the household 
being sloshed to the gills most of the time. 

Chantrelle’s drinking and carousing had caught up to 
him in a financial way. Although at one time he had 
given private language lessons, he found his pupils 
dropping off one by one until the classroom in the flat 
was a quiet, deserted place. A loan from the bank kept 
the wolf from the door for a while, but as time passed 
the bank began pressing Chantrelle to pay back the 
loan. 

In desperation, the teacher attempted to supplement 
his income by working as a part-time insurance agent 
for the Star Accidental Assurance Co. He sold only one 
policy to a personal friend, but while employed as an 
agent, inquired extensively as to what legally consti- 
tuted an accidental death which would be paid off by 
an insurance company. 

Instead of continuing on with Star Accidental, Chan- 
trelle called as a customer on the Accidental 
Assurance Association of Scotland. Here he purchased 
three policies. He insured maid Mary Byrne’s life for 
100 pounds. He also insured his own life and Lizzie’s in 
the event of death by accident for 1,000 pounds each. 

Lizzie, who was well aware of the insurance policies, 
told her mother, ‘‘My life is insured now. Momma, you 
will see that my life will go soon.” Although Mrs. Dyer 
was alarmed at hearing her daughter utter such 
ominous words, she assured Lizzie that she had nothing 
to worry about. Momma was dead wrong. 

On New Year’s Eve, 1877, the family had a pleasant 
evening meal, after which the children were put to 
bed. Lizzie and Eugene sat in the parlor for the rest of 
evening until midnight, when the sound of the bands 
playing at Edinburgh Castle Swept over the city. Mary 
was invited into the parlor to enjoy the music through 
ees window. Shortly after midnight everyone went 
to be 

Next day, the family woke up and proceeded as 
usual. At 11 o'clock, Mary was given the rest of the 
day off. She spent the day at the home of a friend, 
returning at 9:45 that night. Chantrelle greeted Mary, 
informing her that Lizzie wasn’t feeling well and had 
gone to bed. Mary went directly to the bedroom and 
chatted with Lizzie, who assured her that she was feel- 
ing better than she had earlier in the day. Lizzie asked 
Mary to peel an orange for her. Mary did so and gave 
her mistress one wedge, leaving the balance of the 
orange on a plate. She then retired for the night.

tophantrelie left the house in search of medical assis- 
tance. Dr. James Carmichael, who knew Chantrelle, 
accompanied him back to the house. The doctor 
smelled gas immediately and had Lizzie moved to 
another bedroom. He sent for Dr. Henry Littlejohn, 
who arrived in minutes. Dr. Littlejohn came to the 
conclusion that Lizzie was near death and would not 
recover. He too decided that gas was responsible for 
her condition. He ordered that the patient be removed 
to the Royal Infirmary and that the gas company be 
called to inspect the house. , 

Lizzie’s mother was informed of her daughter's seri- 
ous illness. She showed up with her family physician. 
Dr. Gordon checked Lizzie’s symptoms and came to 
the conclusion that her condition had not been caused 
by escaping gas. He believed that her illness was the 
result of narcotic poisoning. Dr. Douglas MacLagan at 
the hospital also figured Lizzie was suffering from 
opium or morphia poisoning. " 

When Chantrelle arrived at the hospital, he became 
furious on learning that doctors thought Lizzie had 
been poisoned with a narcotic. He stormed out of the 
hospital in a rage. When he cooled off and returned to 
see his wife, he was informed that Lizzie was dead. 
Throughout the excitement and the tragedy, Chantrelle 
stayed well oiled. 

The doctors were on the horns of a dilemma. They 
believed Lizzie had been poisoned by opium because of 
the symptoms she had displayed. However, many of 
those same symptoms were consistent with gas poison- 
ing. The gas company found that a gas pipe had been 
purposely loosened. A gas company employee stated 
that the pipe could have been wrenched loose in the 
matter of a second or two. 

Police investigating Lizzie’s death came to the con- 
clusion that someone had poisoned her with opium. 
They felt that when Chantrelle was summoned by 
Mary and entered the bedroom, he instantly came to 
the conclusion, in a drunken sort of way, that the death 
would not be considered accidental and he would there- 
fore not be able to collect the 1,000 pounds insurance. 
To make certain that her death appear accidental, he 
loosened the gaspipe, figuring a leaking gaspipe would 
be accepted as a bona fide accident. 

It was also believed that Chantreile had fed Lizzie 
opium so that she would be totally out of it when he 
turned on the gas. But why did he go to the trouble of 
loosening a pipe rather than just turning on the gas? 
Detectives felt that Chantrelle, despite his hateful ways 
towards his wife, was attached to his children. He 
didn’t want to harm them or himself. Still tipsy from 
his previous night’s drinking, he was awakened sud- 
denly by Mary and knew he had to fake gas poisoning 
to collect that insurance. A quick pull of the pipe while 
Mary was out of the room solved all his problems. 

An autopsy did little to clear up the situation in that 
it failed to establish the cause of death. The presence 
of opium could not be proven as it disappears rapidly 
in the system. However, traces of opium were found in 
the vomit stains recovered from Lizzie’s pillow and 
bedclothes. One must remember that Chantrelle had 
medical training. He maintained what amounted to a 
small apothecary on the premises, including a large 
supply of opium. 

Eugene Chantrelle was taken into custody and tried 
for the murder of his wife. He was found guilty and 
sentenced to death. 

On May 30, 1878, Chantrelle made his mark in crimi- 
nal history. When asked if he had a* last wish, he 
replied, ‘Send in three bottles of champagne and a 
whore.”” Next morning he was hanged as a chaplain 
recited the Lord’s Prayer. Eugene Chantrelle went to 
his death without being granted his last request.

A recent change in the 
Young Offender’s Act that 
increased maximum 
imprisonment penalties to 
five years will have next to 
no effect on the juvenile 
system in Hastings County.

"He is 
treated like a criminal. In 
many cases, just going 
through this system is a 
deterrent and by the time 
the youth is before the 
judge, the message has been 
delivered.”

Nancy B. is dead. 

She died last week in Hotel Dieu Hospital in Quebec 
City minutes after being disconnected from her respirator 
Thursday morning. That was what she had wanted. That 
was why she went to court last fall. And now she has her 
wish. 

The court ruled that 
Nancy was not asking 
anyone to help her commit 
suicide or provide a mercy 
killing. That was and still is 
regarded as illegal. No, it 
simply let her doctors cease oa 
their extraordinary efforts to keep her alive, letting nature 
take its course. And nature did. She is dead. 

We don't blame Nancy. 

But we are saddened. 

Why? Is it because this court case will probably make it 
easier for proponents of euthanasia, of mercy killings and 
of suicide to argue their case? 

Because it will. No matter how hard the court tried to 
carefully mark the line between suicide and letting nature 
take its course, many read this as a first step towards 
mercy killings. 

No. We are saddened because Nancy was unable to find 
any more meaning in her life. 

That sounds kind of strange. How could anyone find 
meaning in a life spent on a respirator, unable to perform 





even the simplest task? But we're not being glib when we 

say that meaning can be found. Others in similar situations 

have found meaning for their lives. 

You see, meaning doesn't come from having good 
health. It doesn't come from being able to do things. It 
doesn't come from owning things or having things. 

That's hard to see in Nancy's case. She had nothing left. 

But what if she had everything -- everything except 
meaning in her life? 

I know of no sadder story than that of Howard Hughes. 
The world's richest man died in pathetic squalor, a prisoner 
of his own fears and paranoia. He could literally buy 
anything he wanted in this world. Except happiness. 
Except a sense of meaning in his life. 

We at least can fool ourselves. Nancy could think that if 
only she had health life would have had meaning. We can 
think that if only we had a new car ... a new house ... a new 
spouse ... a new job ... a winning lottery ticket ... then 
things would be different. 

Isn't that the basis of lottery fever when the Lotto 649 
jackpots start to reach astronomical heights? When you 
buy a ticket, aren't you thinking about how, if only you 
could win, this would change your life? 

But it won't. You'll just have more money. And maybe 
also the realization that what you really wanted was 
something else that can't be bought. 

Nancy B. couldn't find meaning for her life anymore.

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Hospice volunteers 
take on a tough job 


A hospice in the Middle Ages was a place of 
hospitality, offering rest and refreshment to the 
traveller, the tired, the sick, the dying. 

Today, the word ‘hospice’ signifies care 
for the dying and for their families, either ina 
free-standing hospice house or through trained 
volunteers who are available to offer comfort 
and care to people in their own homes. 


We are glad to see that even though the Quinte 
Regional Hospice has been unable to keep its 
facility open because of funding problems, 
nevertheless, it is continuing to offer a service in 
the community. The hospice has 14 trained 
volunteers who are willing to provide 
compassionate care and support to people who 
choose to live out their final days in the familiar 
surrounding of their own home and to their 
families. 

Referrals will be accepted froma wide 
variety of sources: the patient, his or her family, 
physician, clergy, friends, the Home Care 
Program or any other health care agency. Care 
can take many forms, such as spending time with 
the patient, listening, giving the primary 
caregiver time off, writing letters for the patient, 
choosing library books -- or just being there for 
the final trip. 

The number to call is 966-6610. There is no 
charge for the hospice service. 

We welcome this service and salute the 
volunteers who are taking on a difficult and 
often emotionally draining job. And we should 
also note that a six-week training course is 
starting on Thursday, Feb. 27 for people who 
think they may be interested in being a volunteer. 
It's not an easy job, but we would encourage 
anyone interested to take the course and see if 
they can do it. 

We also congratulate Quinte Regional Hospice 
on still working despite difficult times The 
hospice facility, when open last year, was the 
only non-government funded facility in Canada.

One of the most important details 
for a bride is her wedding gown and 
the dresses of her wedding party. 

According to Virginia Dulmage of 
The Stop Light Ladies Wear in 
Picton, brides should count on 
ordering a wedding gown at least six 
months before the wedding to allow 
time for alterations, she says. 

On the other hand, dresses for the

Check invitations carefully 


Ordering invitations comes early in 
the list of things to do when planning 
a wedding. 

Invitations should be ordered about 
four months before the wedding, staff 
say at Ethier's Party Rentals and 
Supplies. If you plan to mail 
invitations outside the country, you 
may wish to order even earlier, 
taking into account the speed of the 
mail. 

Traditionally, the bride picks out 
the style for her invitations and either 
she or her parents pay for them. 

Accuracy is of absolute importance, 
and the bride should make sure the 
dates and times are correct and that 
all the names and places are spelled 


out correctly. As well, the bride 
should be sure she is ordering 
enough. Re-ordering more invitations 
can be much more expensive! 
Although some brides pick out 
invitations to match the colour theme 
of the wedding, this is not important 
to most weddings. Prices vary 
according to the quantity ordered and 
the style and quality of the invitation.

It's never too early to book your 
caterer, say The Party People of 
Trenton.

If you plan to have out-of-town 
guests at your wedding, then you will 
have to make plans for their 
overnight accommodations. 

According to Debbie Fairlie of The 
Heritage Inn, the Belleville member 
of the Days Inn North American 
franchise network, a tentative 
booking should be made at least three 
months in advance of the wedding to 
ensure the date.

Now it is being brought back to North 
America with westernized symbols, drawings 
and language by a company called Intelligis, 
says Whattam, who will be distributing it as 
part of the NSA direct-marketing network.

According to Whattam, the whole program 
is geared to the strengths and weaknesses of 
a child. 

"The activities and games use the strengths 
to build up the weaker areas of learning for a 
very positive, self-reinforcing program that 
builds true self confidence in the child," says 
Whattam.

If you are like most people, your laundry 
room or garage is stacked to the ceiling 
with half-used paint tins and oil cans, and 

ou can't find your work bench anymore 
for the boxes of toilet bowl cleaner and 
turpentine you've been saving. 

The question of what to do with them is 
never far from your mind, especially if you 
have small children around. 

Jeanne Vilneff has some suggestions. 
One is to be patient just a little bit longer, 
and the second is to carefully check how 
you are storing you excess hazardous 
substances. ; 

Vilneff is co-ordinator of the Household 
Hazardous Waste Committee of the Centre 
and South Hastings Waste Management 
Board. 

"Please don't pour wastes like old 
cleaners, used oil or unused medications 
down the drain or put them in the garbage." 
says Vilneff "You could be harming people 
and the environment.” 

The hazardous waste committee is 
continuing to work toward implementation 
of a program for the collection and safe 
disposal of these and other toxic materials 
found around the home, she says. 

"When the program gets underway early

this year," she says, "there will be ample 
Opportunity to bring household hazardous 
wastes to the main depot proposed to be 
built in Belleville, or to bring it to one of 
the satellite depots being arranged 
throughout Centre and South Hastings.” 

Vilneff explains that the committee must 
wait for final approval of the program from 
the Ministry of the Environment before 
collection can begin. 

The program will emphasize exchange, 
re-use and recycling of household 
hazardous wastes. For example, many of 
the substances collected through the 
Program will be available to 
municipalities, clubs, groups and 


organizations for re-use. 

"Paint is one item in particular which will 
be received in large quantities and has great 
re-use potential,” she notes. "Only those 
substances which cannot be re-used or 
recycled will be disposed of by a licensed 
company.” 

The Household Hazardous Waste 
Program was developed out of the public 
concern Over improper and irresponsible 
disposal of these wastes. Vilneff says. 

"Current disposal methods include 
sending household hazardous waste to the 
landfill with the rest of the household 
garbage or pouring it down the drain.” she 
Says. "These methods can result in ground

water and soil contamination or damage to 
seplic systems .” 

As a result of these concerns, the Centre 
and South Hastings Waste Management 
Board established the Household 
Hazardous Waste Committee to oversee the 
development of a program for the 
collection of the waste and to develop a 
public education program. 

The program will take in the cities of 
Belleville, Trenton and the villages of 
Frankford, Marmora, Madoc, Deloro and 
Tweed, and the townships of Sidney, 
Rawdon, Thurlow, Hungerford, 
Huntingdon, Madoc, Tyendinaga and 
Elzevir and Grimsthorpe.

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A downtown mall 


At first glance, as we said in an editorial Jan. 
28th, Stu Meeks’ proposal for a mall concept in 
Belleville's downtown may seem laughable -- just 
a day dream. But roofing over a stretch of the 
downtown to create a climate-controlled shopping 
area is technically feasible and relatively 
economical, according to Bill White, a local — 
architect and engineer quoted elsewhere in this 
issue. 

There are hurdles to overcome. Who, for 
example, would pay the cost, especially in a 
recession? 

How could we get a group of notoriously 
individualistic property owners and landlords to 
agree to co-operate and work together on a project 
of this magnitude? 

What would the implications be for fire 
protection and how would we realistically re-route 
traffic around the downtown core? 

Those are the hurdles. There are advantages, 
though, that make the hurdles tempting to cross. 

Given Canada’s weather, the major advantage is 
climate control. That has been one of the keys to 
the success of regional shopping malls at the 
expense of downtowns across North America. 

It's time downtowns fought back -- 
especially considering Canada's aging population. 
In four years, the first baby boomers will hit SO. 
Within a decade, they will be hitting 60 and close 
to a third of our population will be seniors. And 
seniors want the safety and security offered by a 
climate-controlled mall. If you think downtowns 
have gone downhill in the last 20 years, wait until 
you see the next 20 -- unless downtowns do 
something about it. 

A mall concept in the downtown core builds 
on what we already have. Malls are simply an 
attempt to recreate a downtown in a climate- 
controlled setting with free parking. Similarly, 
Teddington's proposal for the old Corbin Lock 
property is simply an attempt to recreate the 
downtown on the opposite side of the river. 

Why not work with what we already have? If we 
did, we would be incorporating the best features 
of a mall with the architectural personality and 
historic character of the traditional downtown. We 
believe it would restore Belleville's downtown as 
the social, business, professional and cultural 
centre it should be for this region

meetings," he said, adding, "We have to 
be open to the citizens. That's an important 
value.” 

Smith said the committee has collected 
procedural bylaws from the councils of 
other similar-sized cities such as Cornwall, 
Barrie, Peterborough and St. Thomas as 
well as a sample bylaw from the Ontario 
Ministry of Municipal Affairs. 

Council members are also planning to 
attend a seminar on conflict of interest that 
will be led by lawyer Wayne Fairbrother in 
March. 


As well as seeking public input, the 
committee has a goal of educating citizens 
about the procedural bylaw. For example, 
Smith says he would like citizens to know 
what kinds of items are properly carried out 
in camera (in closed council) and why. 

"We hope to perk the community's 
interest in the bylaw," he said. 

The bylaw can be reviewed by the public 
at the city clerk's office at city hall or at the 
library. 

Anyone wishing to make a submission 
should do so in writing to the Bill Moreton, 
city clerk, by March 31. 


Closed city council meetings 
are governed by strict rules 


In camera meetings are sessions of 
council that are closed to the public and the 
press. Such meetings have been a sore 
point in many municipalities, including 
Belleville. Leaks of in camera minutes and 
charges by several council "watchdogs" 
arose several times in the past few years. 

Belleville's bylaw states that all 
discussions of council shall be held in 
public except for nine specific types of 
items. Items for closed sessions follow: 

Q) Personnel matters where a named 
employee or prospective employee is 
involved or where employee relations or 
reputations could be damaged. 

Q) Property matters in which premature 
public disclosure could cost the public 
money or be prejudicial to the interests of a 
property owner or the city, when the 
acquisition or sale of property of or for the 
city of Belleville is being investigated or 
negotiated. The proposed sale of parkland, 
however, is not allowed in camera, nor are 
any property transactions in which the 
federal or provincial governments are 
involved. 

Q Matters in which public discussion 
could prejudice the city's legal position or 


be detrimental to the city in proceedings 
before any court or administrative tribunal. 

Q Consideration of awards of merit. 

Qi Matters that are specifically restricted 
by legislation regarding the protection of 
privacy. 

Q) Matters affecting labour relations and 
contract negotiations with employees. 

Q Discussions relating to the Municipal 
Negotiations Act of 1981. 

Q) Any matter involving the security of 
the property of the municipality. 

Q Appointments to boards and 
commissions, 

The bylaw states that if a subject arises 
in camera session that a member of council 
doesn't think an item should be discussed 
in camera he or she can “endeavour to 
persuade council to have the matter 
discussed in open session." 

If the majority votes in favour of 
discussing the item anyway, then the 
member of council has two choices: 
withdraw from the session and make public 
whatever information he or she has 
available or remain at the session with an 
undertaking that he or she will not disclose 
any of the information.

Preparing your hedge for planting 


he most popular deciduous hedge plants such as 
the privet, (Ligustrum), are usually sold bare root, 
while evergreens are always sold in containers. 


T 


Bare root stock usually ranges in height from 12 to 24 


inches and be sure to select plants that are will branched 
and have heavy root systems. 


If the plants (deciduous or evergreen) are in containers, 
choose in one-gallon rather than five gallon containers. Not 


ce newly planted 


only will the cost be much lower but sin 
plants must be heavily 
pruned, the five-gallon 
plants do not offer that 
much of an advantage. 

But before you buy a 
single plant, there is one 
preparatory step that should 
be undertaken -- soil 
preparation. There are two basic ways to plant a shrub: in a 
trench or in individual holes. Bare root shrubs are best 
planted in a trench and container grown plants in individual 
holes. Both should be dug at least two feet deep and two 
feet wide. 

If the soil is solid clay or very sandy, then mist it one- 
third with peat moss. Otherwise, go with what you've got so 
that the root systems start to acclimatize immediately in 
natures soil. 

And there are two ways to plant in individual holes: in a 
straight line or a staggered double row and, as far as width 
of spacing goes, that will depend on the size of the plants at 
maturity. Dwarf privet, for example, should be planted on

12 inch centres. Flowering shrubs (such as golden elder) in 
their natural state, should be planted on six-foot centres. 

Newly-planted deciduous shrubs should be cut back by 
one-third at planting to sponsor new branching from the 
base. After that, no pruning until next season, then 
particularly if you are growing a formal hedge, be prepared 
for a lifetime of pruning. 

Informal hedging need be nothing more than occasional 
thinning (removal of a complete branch back to another 
branch or a main stem). Formal hedging requires frequent 


heading or shearing 
(removal of a branch tip) to 
promote business, 





frequently enough so that 
you have to remove only a 
bit of growth each time. It's 
something like a haircut. 
Do it often enough and no 
one will notice. 

One axiom. In the pruning of a formal hedge, no matter 
whether you are growing your hedge with a flat, rounded or 
pointed top, make sure the sides are straight are are wider at 
the bottom than at the top so the bases will receive full sun, 
otherwise you could have die-back. 

There are dozens of shrubs and evergreen species that 
adapt well to a formal style and hundreds of shrubs and 
evergreens for informal hedging. Before you make your 
final choice, check the retailer for its degree of hardiness. 
But chances are, he will be selling only material that is 
hardy for your area.

Tragic end 
to new life 


 JOSEF PANOK

{ was just another working day for Eino De Wilt 
aud Wally Sempke on the McIntyre River The 
two men were perspiring under the hot August 
sun that day in 1952 when Bino spotted a strange 
looking object in the water near the south side of 
the Melutyre. The men lowered a skiff off their 
big derrick scow and rewed across the river 
trange looking object was the body of a man float 
downward. A halfinch rope was looped lightly 
around the neck with one strand wrapped across the 
outh like u gag.

Back in 1952, the twin cities of Fort William and Port

His clothing proved to be untra 
ble and there was no documentation found on the body 
ist in identification. Callouses on the victim’s hands 
indicated that he worked at physical labor, but decompo- 
ition made fingerprinting impossible. He wore a ring 
neraved with the initials ‘WIL’ 
Dr AE. Allin, chicf pathologist for the allorney gen- 
is department, informed police that the dead man had 
ny scar ulong the back of his body. The scar was the 
t of a lung operation in which a rib had been 


removed. Once seen, it is doubtful anyone would forget

Police received a hot lead when Ignace Hyriciuk MRS. PANOK and Karen later returned to Germany. 
reported that a tenant of his, Josef Panok. had been miss- 


ig lor some weeks. Ignace explained that his tenant had 
recently lnmigrated from Europe with his wife and young 
daughter. They had rented a tiny house on dilapidated 
mipson St. in Fort William. Ignace went on to tell inves 
ligators that the Panoks’ friend George Hladiy lived with 
tiem. Ignace was taken to the morgue to view the body, 
bul couldn't say with any degree of certainly that the 
dead nian was his tenant 
Detectives drove to the liny house on Simpson St. Once 
there, they learned that the Panoks didn't rent the entire 
House, but occupied two cramped rooms on the second 
floor, Mrs. Panok. an allractive brunette, couldn't speak 
English. The officers questions were translated by well 
built blond George Iladiy. George explained that he and 
Panok were friends from Ukraine 
Vith George tran: lating, Mrs. Panok told the officers 
that she wasn’t worried about her husband. He was in 
Winnipeg vi iting a family named Kummel, who lived on 
Bannerman St. Police suggested that she and George view 
to assist them in their iden- 
anok readily agreed 


When she looked down at the horri 
decomposed corpse, Mrs. Panok crie 
ling down she stated that the dead man was defini- 
tely not her husband George Hladiy agreed. Both swore 
they had never seen the initialled ring before. 

Investigators, under the direction of Port Arthur police 
chief Tom Conner, learned of a missing man, a lumber- 
jack, whose initials were WH] Several individuals identi- 
fied the ring as belonging to the missing man. After view- 
ing the body, they all agreed that the dead man was not

to a man named Panok as a reward for helping him out 
once when he was in a fight in a beer parlor. ee 

W.H. accompanied police to the morgue and positively 
identified the dead man as Josef Panok. He recog- 
nized the long scar, explaining that he had worked with 
Panok many times under the hot sun when both men had 
been stripped to the waist. But how could this be? 
Panok’s wife and best friend had already viewed the body 
and had sworn they didn’t know the identity of the dead 
mPaileet now wary of Mrs. Panok, checked out the Kum- 
mel family who supposedly lived on Bannerman St. in 
Winnipeg. There was no such family. a 

When Chief Connor called on Mrs. Panok this time, he 
brought along his own translator. He asked his suspect, 
“Why didn’t you identify your dead husband at the 
morgue?” Mrs. Panok replied, ‘‘Hladiy told me not to. He 
threatened to kill me if I did. He and Josef went out to 
steal wheat and only George came back.” 

Mrs. Panok went on to tell the officers that her husband 
and George had known each other in Germany, where 
they dabbled in the black market. When their illicit busi- 
ness dried up, George made his way to Canada, promis- 
ing to arrange for the Panok family to follow him. True 
to his word, he made arrangements for the Panoks to 
emigrate and was successful in getting Josef employment 
on a CPR work gang. 

Living conditions were primitive. She, her husband and 
George all slept in the same bed. Daughter Karen slept 
alone in the only other room, the kitchen. According to 
Mrs. Panok, George had asked her to leave her husband 
and go to Toronto with him. She had refused his offer and 
the tension had become unbearable in the enclosed living 
space. 


eorge was picked up at his place of 
employment on the railroad. When pre- 
sented with Mrs. Panok’s statement, he 
agreed to it all, but he swore he had not 
killed Josef Panok. Lodged in jail, George 
made another statement to police. He 
said that he and Josef had gone out on 
the night of the tragedy to steal wheat from the boxcars. 
Just as George was about to break the seal and open the 
boxcar, Josef sneaked up behind him and put a rope 
around his neck. George said he grabbed at the rope with 
one hand and swung around with the other, striking Josef 
a blow to the head, which sent him reeling against the 
side of the boxcar. He then related that he had tied the 
rope and the steel risers to the body and tossed it into the 
McIntyre River. 

Mrs. Panok filled in the rest of the evening by telling 
investigators that George had returned to the house 
around midnight, pale and shaken Later, she would tes- 
tify in court, “I couldn’t sleep and I asked him again 
where Josef was. He told me he had killed my husband 
and thrown him in the river.”’ 

George stood trial for the murder of Josef Panok. He 
pleaded self defence, but couldn’t account for the tiny bro- 
ken bones in the victim’s neck which indicated manual 
strangulation. The jury could not dismiss the obvious 
motive, that of a love triangle. They chose to believe that 
George had killed Josef in an attempt to possess his wife. 

George Hladiy was found guilty of the murder of Josef 
Panok. On April 28, 1953, after all appeals were 
exhausted, he was hanged at the Port Arthur jail. 

Mrs. Panok, accompanied by her five-year-old daughter, 
returned to Germany Shortly after the conclusion of 
George’s trial, her dreams of a fresh start in the new 
world shattered forever.

Permits for single family dwellings, 
alterations and additions and medium 
density housing in the Quinte area dropped 
247 units from 498 in 1990 to 251 in 
1991. 

In its 1991/1990 housing comparison -- 
which includes the four municipalities of 
Belleville, Trenton, Sidney and Thurlow =- 
the Quinte Home Builders Association 
indicates that single family housing 
permits dropped from 202 units in 1990 to 
140 in 1991. 

Belleville experienced a major reduction 
of 52 per cent in the number of building 
permits issued, dropping from 52 in 1990 
to 19 in 1991. 

“We hadn't anticipated things to be as 
bad as they were,” QHBA president Ken

Cassidy said, citing the poor economy as 
the major reason for the decline. 

“I expected it to be bad, but not this bad; 
nobody’s buying... without a doubt the 
GST had an effect,” he added. 

However, Cassidy feels the market 
should pick up by mid-summer, as the 
Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC) is now offering a 
low of five per cent for down payments on 
new homes. 

Cassidy adds that the situation is putting 
building-related industries in a 
predicament: sales are dropping but costs 
are rising. 

Although the number of permits issued 
dropped more than 30 per cent, the total 
value of building permits only dropped 11 
per cent, from $19,018,000 in 1990 to

The Natural Heritage League has 
labelled private landowners as the most 
important participants in the preservation 
of Ontario wetlands such as Huff’s Island 
south of Belleville. 

And with wetlands disappearing at an 
alarming rate, landowner participation is 
direly needed. 

An estimated 12,000 hectares of 
wetlands have been destroyed in the Quinte 
watershed, with less than 7,000 hectares of 
wetland remaining in and around the Bay 
of Quinte. 

“The majority of property in southern 
Ontario is privately owned, therefore the 
most important participant in natural 
heritage protection is the private 
landowner,” Ruth Robinson of the Natural 
Heritage League said, adding that more 
than 75 per cent of wetlands in southern 
Ontario have been lost. 

In her duties as landowner contact 
representative for the league, Robinson 1s 
in the process of personally contacting 
landowners of the Huff’s Island Marsh, 
located 15 km south of Belleville. The 
landowners are being informed of 
significant natural features of their 
properties. 

“We are explaining to landowners what 
techniques to use in protecting the habitat, 
as well as advising them of assistance that 
is available to enhance conservation 
efforts,” Robinson said. 

Officially known as Sawguin Creek 
Marsh, the 1956-hectare Huff’s Island 
Marsh is shared by 71 private landowners. 
Robinson notes that there has been mixed 
response among the 15 landowners 
contacted so far. 

“A lot of people are not interested in the 
award offered or the agreement, but they 
are interested in being educated on the

Who really shapes the hearts and minds of children? 

Parents? 

Schools? 

Television. 

That was one ofthe 
conclusions of a recent 
column in this corner. 

And what are youngsters 
learning from television? 
We're not really sure, but we 
know what they're seeing. 

Murders. 

Violence. 

According to a report released last week by the 
American Psychological Association, the average child in 
the U.S. watches 8,000 murders and 100,000 other acts of 
violence on television by the time he or she leaves 
elementary school. More, if they have to repeat a grade 
because of watching too much television. 

Does it have any affect? 

Common sense says it has to. You can’t pour that much 
violence Over a person without it doing something to them. 

And common sense is right, concludes the association's 
five year study by nine psychologists. 

They found that violence on television influences 
viewers, especially children and teenagers, to use violence 
to resolve conflicts. It also makes them more accepting of 
sexual violence and rape. 

We also have to wonder just how accurate a picture of 
society television offers. 

How safe are we? The answer you give is determined in 
part by how much television you watch, other studies have

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Last week's federal budget can’t hurt and will ; 
probably even help the economy somewhat, but it 
was nevertheless disappointing more for what it 
didn't do than for what it did. 

What it didn't do is indicate any kind of 
creative or innovative thinking by the federal 
sovernment in a time when we desperately need 
some. 

This recession is not like previous recessions, 
from which we bounced back and simply 
continued with economic life as usual. After the 
recession of the early 80s, for example, growth in 
the gross national product zoomed to 5 per cent. 
The government's most optimistic figure for 
growth after this recession is half that. 

Today's recession is more than one more 
cycle in the previous cycles of expansion and 
recession. We are seeing structural changes 
underway in the world economy and our own 
economy. We're going through long term and 
sometimes w renching changes, not short term 
blips on the economic chart. What other 
conclusion can be drawn when companies like 
GM close 22 plants and slash 74,000 jobs? 

What is happening to us as a country? Where is 
the structure of our economy headed and what are 
the implications for us? What can be done to help 
us through these changes? 

None of these questions were addressed or 
even really hinted at by the government in its 
budget. But all of these are questions the 
government should be grappling with. One of the 
major jobs of a government, after all, is to show 
leadership and to cast a vision for the future. 
Instead, what we see is a failure of vision, not 
only constitutionally but economically.

Universality is a sacred cow 

One budgetary move we applaud was the 
decision to tie child benefits to family income. By 
doing so, it allowed the government to cut the 
benefits to those in higher income brackets and 
raise the benefits to the lower income families that 
really need it without costing the government any 
additional money. . 

Universality has been a sacred cow in Canada 
but we can't afford it, and ethically speaking, 
giving to those who don't need it is stealing from 
those who do. This is a Step that was long .

evergreens adapt well to a formal hedge style and hundreds 
of shrubs and evergreens can be used for informal hedging. 
Here are a few suggestions: 


Amur Privet: (Ligustrum Amorense) Canada's favonte 


formal hedging. It would naturally grow to a height of 12 to 


15 feet but can be kept as low as four feet with Sa 
ing. Full sun or light shade. Hardy to zone 2. : 
Tabac Currant: (Ribes Alpinum) At its best at three to 
six feet. There is also a golden currant that should be 
allowed to grow to at least three feet. Sun or light shade. 


Hardy to zone 3. 


Boxwood: (Buxus) Produces what is probably the 
trimmest of the formal hedges, but slow-growing so have 
patience. Needs less pruning than the Privet or Alpine 
Currant.

Purple Sand Cherry: (Prunus Cistena) Dark, red p 
leaves and tiny whitish- pink blossoms in late spring, Grows 
to eight feet. Tip pruning in spring will make it bushy, Fuly 
sun, A tough one, hardy to zone 2, 

Siberian Pea: (Caragana Aborescens) Another tough one 
that thinks it’s a tree, so be prepared to prune it back by half 
every two or three years. Can reach eight feet. Tiny yellow 
flowers, followed by pea-like pods. Serves as an excellent 
wind break. Loves full sun, sandy soil and is hardy to zone 2. 

AVOID AT ALL COSTS 
There are two plants sold as hedge material that should be 
avoided at all costs, Chinese Elm and Roas Multiflora. 
Introduced during the gardening boom at the end of World 
War Two, the Chinese Elm was promoted as "the world's 
fastest growing hedge.” Fast growing itis buta hedge it 
isn't. It's a small bushy tree that is almost impossible to 
ntrol. 
Rose Multiflora is usually used as a hardy understock for 
bud-grafting roses. On its own, it forms a sprawling, heavily 
thorned low bush that is a hazard to pets, children and 
people, and catches every piece of debris in sight. 

There is still some of each around but avoid them like the 
plague.

Chrysler's Eagle soars in sports

Chrysler's Eagle division 
flies high in the sports 
coupe category thanks to 
Mitsubishi, makers of the 
Talon, which has been 
extensively restyled for 
1992, 

Although nominally a 
four-seater, the Talon is 
really a two-person, front- 
wheel drive  sportster 
because of the ultra-compact 
nature of the rear seats. The 
hood, front fenders and 
headlamps have been 
redesigned and a new body- 
coloured rear deck spoiler 
has been added. 

The overall effect, 
especially on the turbo 
model with its distinctive 
hood-bulge, is to make the 
Talon even more of a head- 
tumer than before. 

The fact sheet says that all 
three Talon models are 
powered by variants of 
Mitsubishi's proven 2 litre 
four cylinder engine: the 
Standard unit features 16 
valves and 135 horsepower, 
the turbo unit pumps out 


Chrysler's 1992 Eagle Talon 
190 horses, and those who 
order the all-wheel-drive 
Talon will find 195 
horsepower at their disposal. 

Transmission choices are 
a five speed manual or a 
four-speed automatic, and 
brakes are disc all around 
with an anti-lock system 
available as an option. 

The interior of the Talon 
is comfortable and compact, 
although six-footers may 
find the headroom a little 


light. The instruments are 
large and legible, but the 
Overall appearance of the 
dash is a bit on the busy 
side, festooned with lots of 
gee-whiz buttons and knobs. 


Despite a somewhat 
notchy-feeling five speed, 
driving the quick and 
nimble turbocharged all- 
wheel-drive model was 
loads of fun. This is one 
sports car that has lots of 
"go" to match the "show" of 
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ils aggressive appearance. 
And with the all-wheel- 
drive system which splits 
the power equally to the 
front and rear axles, even 
die-hard, snow-bound 
enthusiasts can enjoy winter 
sportscar motoring. 

Talon prices start in the 
$17,000 range and move up 
to over $21,000 with the 
all-wheel-drive turbo 
version, which rates an 83 
out of 100.

Belleville to see second march 
for International Women's Day

March 8, 1992 marks only the second 
year that Belleville has seen a march for 
International Women's Day, but the march 
is part of a tradition that goes back 80 


ears. 
} On that day, thousands of people joined a 
funeral march in New York City to bury 
175 female textile workers who had 
jumped to their deaths a few days earlier 
after a fire had broken out in the shirt 
factory where they worked. 

The women had been trapped inside 
because management had locked all doors 
to prevent theft. Women in the crowded 
factory had no choice but to bur to death 
or leap from the blazing building. 

According to Helen Hatfield and Sandi 
Kosch, organizers of this year's march in 
Belleville, March 8 started out as a day of 
mourning for those women workers but has 
become a day for women to unite in action 
all over the world and to celebrate their 
successes. 


Sunday's march will start from city hall at 
Pate and proceed down Pinnacle Street to 
A and then back by way of Front 

Last year 75 women, children and men 
took Part in an evening march, and 
Organizers are hoping for more this year 
with a daylight march. 

Other activities will include a potluck 
Supper at the Alhambra Hall in Belleville at 
5 p.m. Everyone is invited to bring a dish to 
share. 

At 7:30 p.m., Toasted Westerns will 
perform at the Alhambra. A female band 
based in Ottawa, it offers a mix of original 
western, blues and jazz music and is 
described as "a fun group" by Hatfield. 

Cost is $4 for adults and $2 for children, 
seniors and students. Tickets are available 
at EcoMart or at the door. 

In Trenton, the public library is planning 
a series of films on women's issues during 
Saturday afternoon. This is the first time 
that Belleville and Trenton are together 
celebrating International Women's Day, 
Hatfield says. 


Women's issues affect everyone 


Women's issues are really 
social issues because they 
affect everyone, say Helen 
Hatfield and Sandi Kosch, 
among the organizers of the 
International Women's Day 
celebration in Belleville. 

For example, single 
parent families are the 
fastest growing type of 
family in North America. 
According to Hatfield, they 
are also among the poorest 
because most are headed up 
by women who typically 
earn much less than men or 
subsist on social assistance. 

Studies have shown, says 
Hatfield, that women earn 
66 per cent less than men 
on average. They also hold 
more of the jobs in the 
lower paid occupations that 
are disappearing because of 
technological change: 

As a result, 40 per cent of 
those living in poverty in 
Ontario are children, says 
Hatfield. 

She says Ontario also has 
a day care crisis. Day care

Spaces haven't kept up with 
the number of mothers 
working outside the home. 

That has been one of the 
most dramatic shifts in the 
work force over the last 
generation. 

In the sixties, 20 per cent 
of mothers with children 
under 14 worked. In 1987, 
65 per cent of mothers with 
children under the age of 
16 worked. Fully 50 per 
cent of all mothers with 
children under the age of 
three now work, says 
Hatfield. 

The traditional "Leave it 
to Beaver" family in which 
the father works and the 
mother stays home today 
accounts for only 17 per 
cent of all families, 
Hatfield notes. 

According to Kosch, at 
between 25 and SO per cent 
of all girls and one third of 
all boys have _ been 
assaulted. 

"This is crime against the 
vulnerable,” Hatfield 


contends. 

It is a major cause of 
family break ups and is also 
the leading cause of 
homicides in Canada, 
Kosch notes. 

It also tends to be 
cyclical. Says Kosch: "75 
per cent of men who assault 
wives saw their fathers 
strike their mothers.” 

Progress has also been 
made by women, say 
Hatfield and Kosch, 
pointing to the Charter of 
Rights and Freedoms that 
enshrined women's rights 
in the constitution. 

More equitable divorce 
and matrimonial property 
legislation, affirmative 
action and pay equity have 
also helped, they say. 

"My life is very different 
from my mother's life," 
says Hatfield. 

"We'll never go back to 
our old blindness," she 
says. "We can't turn the 
clock back -- and who 
would want to?”

Bayside with the lowest enrolment in the Hastings County 
Board of Education secondary school system. 

The board also states that secondary school enrolments 
have continued to decline except in schools where large 
numbers of adults attend on a part-time basis. 

With the largest adult education program among the 
board’s secondary schools, BCI has 130 full-time adult 
Students, accounting for 15 per cent of the full-time 
equivalent of 834 total students. 

Another 70 adults are full-time students of federally 
funded retraining and skills oriented programs.

Read realizes BCI’s full-time adult students are 
concermed the program will suffer or may end if the school 
closes, but he maintains that the board has a mandate. 

“Essentially, the board of education is set up to educate 
elementary and secondary students,” Read said. “The adult 
education program is wonderful, but when a crisis comes, 
we would have to cut adult education before teen and 
elementary education. That’s our mandate.” 

However, Read is optimistic the program can be retained 
by other schools in the event of closure. 

“It’s safe to say if a closure occurs, we can move the 
students of the adult education program,” Read said, noting 
that each high school within the board has some adults 
taking Classes. “I think there is enough space for all.” 

While poor enrolment figures may have put Bayside’s 
future in the balance, BCI’s Achilles heel is its age. 
Renovation costs for the 65-year-old building are listed at 
$2.9 million, with $1 million needed for the roof and $1.6 
million needed to replace the antiquated heating system. 

“We've been nursing the heating system along for a 
number of years,” Grimson said, adding that the system 
could operate for five to 10 more years, but with the risk of 
a breakdown during the school year that would leave 
students out of school until the situation was rectified. 

If the system did fail, emergency funding would be 
available, although no other funding has been received by 
the board. 

“We're keeping our fingers crossed,” Grimson said. 

Many fingers of anxious students from both schools will 
also be crossed until late April or early May, when the 
board will make its final decision.

From Front Page 
value of the wetland,” 
Robinson said. “Owners are 
beginning to think how they 
may use the wetland more 
wisely.” 

Robinson feels that 
although landowners may 
not be interested in the 
Wetland Habitat Agreement 

formed through the 
partnership of Wildlife 
Habitat Canada, Ontario 
Ministry of Natural 


Resources and Ducks 
Unlimited -- or the award 
offered, she 1s optimistic 
they will change their 
minds down the road. 

“We only require a verbal 
agreement,” Robinson said, 
adding that the voluntary 
agreement only stipulates 
that the landowner keep the 
wetland in its natural state. 

The league also asks to be 
notified of change olf 
property ownership in the 


wetland. 

For the private 
landowners who volunteer 
to protect Ontario’s natural 
heritage into the future, the 
reward is recognition. 

Since 1986, the Natural 
Heritage League, comprised 
of 37 organizations including 
the three Wetland Habitat 
Agreement sponsors, has 
sponsored the Stewardship 
Award Program. 

Landowners receive a 


plaque with the wetland 
name, the family name, the 
Natural Heritage League 
chairperson’s signature and 
the premier’s signature. 

One person from the 
Sawguin Creek Marsh has 
agreed to accept the award, 
Robinson said, and the 
plaque will be presented 
next fall at a ceremony with 
other landowners from 
other marsh areas around 
Ontario. 


Compared to southern 
Ontario, the number of 
landowners accepting 
awards in this area is quite 
low. Robinson attributes the 
lower number to the 
different types of 
landowners in southern 
Ontanio. 

“People from the city buy 
wetland property because 
they appreciate it as 
compared to the urban 
environment,” Robinson

said. “People in this area 
have had their property for 
generations and perhaps 
don’t know the value of the 
land or perhaps don’t 
realize how precious it is.” 

The marsh is particularly 
precious to animals and 
wildlife 

“Animals are dependent 
on the marsh for life, 
feeding and reproduction,” 
Robinson said. “With the 
number of wetlands 
reducing, the habitats are 
becoming smaller and 
approaching the danger of 
extinction. Animals can’t 
change their lifestyle to 
adapt.” 

The Sawguin Creek 
Marsh site is precious for a 
number of other reasons. 

First, it filters pollutants 
and nutrients from runoff 
entering Sawguin Creek and 
the Bay of Quinte. 

Secondly, the marsh also 
reduces the effect of erosion 
by regulating the flow of 
Sawguin Creek and by 
buffering against wave 
action of the Bay of Quinte 
at the mouth of the creek. 

The marsh also annually 
provides renewable 
resource products such as 
fish, game and furbearers, 
as well as presenting a 
pleasing glimpse of nature 
to travellers.

Students fear 
end of adult 
education if 
BCI is closed

For many people, the phrase 'back to school’ stirs 
memories of clinically-scented halls and constant greetings 
of welcome back from teachers. 

Labour day weekend is synonymous with the start of 
each new school year in September. For freshmen entering 
high school, it is a time of uncertainty as they first walk the 
halls, seeking acceptance. 

September 1991 proved to be no exception for one 
particular pair of freshmen, who are themselves dn 
exception. 

Adult students Melody Adams and Patricia McCaw 
returned to Belleville Collegiate Institute to upgrade their 
skills and get their secondary school diploma. 

However, the students of city’s largest adult education 
program (130 full-time adult students account for 15 per 
cent of BCI’s full-time equivalent of 834) fear that the 
possible closure of BCI would also eliminate the program. 

For McCaw and Adams, the possible demise of the 
program would also end their hope of upgrading their skills 
and attaining a secondary school diploma, which is 
essential to gain entry in today’s work-force. 

When McCaw dropped out of high school in the early 
60s with less than a Grade 10 education, jobs were 
bountiful. 

“I decided when I was 16 that I had had enough of 
school’s garbage,” McCaw recalls. “There were a lot of 
stupid reasons and a few fairly important issues to me that 
made me quit, but in hindsight, I realize those issues were 
not as important as I thought.” 

At the time McCaw was not worried, because as she put 
it, “there were jobs everywhere. You could quit your job 
and start at another down the street.” 

For Adams, a single parent, the story is much the same. 
At the age of 16 with only a Grade 10 education, she 
dropped out of high school to get married and start a 
family.

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Following a new round of major layoffs in Quinte, this 
time at Stouffer's frozen-food plant in Trenton, Quinte 
MPP Hugh O'Neil is urging the NDP government to 
consider the re-establishment of a cabinet committee for 
Eastern Ontario.

Normally, we don't engage in public fights with 
our competition, but we feel we must in response to 
a direct attack on the What's Happening Real Estate 
Weekender by the local Thomson-owned daily 
newspaper. ¥ 

This week, The Intelligencer plans its first edition 

of Real Estate Week and it's obvious the publication 
is aimed directly at the Real Estate Weekender. Pat 
and Sue Kell, owners of the Weekender, believe it 
represents an unfair and possibly illegal attempt to 
put them out of business. 

We have to agree. 

The pricing is suspicious. The Intelligencer's 
publication is priced at $250 per page compared to 
$450 at the Weekender. Comparable rates for tabloid 
pages are $750 a page here at Quinte Weekly News 
and $836 per page at Kingston This Week, a weekly 
newspaper with almost 10,000 more circulation than 
any of the above publications. And at $250 a page, 
it's $400 lower with less circulation than a previous 
real estate publication published by The Intelligencer 
two years ago. The low rate is guaranteed for one 
year — but what happens a year from now if the 
publication is successful in putting the Weekender 
out of business? 


The David vs. Goliath fight between the two 
publications was covered last week by The Globe 
and Mail, which noted that the Competition Act 
makes it illegal to sell products at unreasonably low 
prices that substantially lessen competition or 
eliminate a competitor or are designed to do so. 

Such predatory pricing is illegal, and 
representatives of the Thomson newspaper quoted in 
The Globe and Mail story all denied that they were 
indulging in it. "We're not in the business of 
producing publications that lose money," was the 
exact quote of the publisher of The Intelligencer. 


We believe him. 


So let's assume that the daily newspaper has found 
a way to make money at a much, much lower rate 
than any of the other newspapers in this region. Then 
why aren't they passing that savings on to advertisers 
other than real estate? 

You have the word of its publisher that the 
newspaper can make money on $250 per page. If 
you are one of their advertisers and you pay more, 
then you should be asking why. 


We urge realtors to rally around The Weekender - 
and other independent publications.

Its rounded, ruffled leaves are attractive in their green 
spring and winter dress and tun to a clear or rusty yellow 
in fall. And they have winter interest with male catkins 


adorning the bare branches. 


The filbert will still be serving your children and 
grandchildren, producing nuts for 50 plus years, 

To avoid filbert blight look for hybrids that are a cross 
between European filberts and resistant American 
varieties. Since the filbert requires cross-pollination be 
sure to plant two varieties of trees.

Survey 
reveals 
retraining 
needs

A recent Skills Quinte job 


training survey among area 
employers indicates an 
increased demand for 
training resources in all job 
areas. 

The survey showed a 
skills shortage where job 
vacancies existed. The most 
notable categories were 
production workers with 44 
job vacancies, and 
accountants and machine 
operators with 11 vacancies 
each. 

Two occupations requiring 
the most upgrading were 
production worker and sales 
and clerical clerk. 

Skills Quinte Labour 
Market Survey showed that 
85 per cent of all workers 
Surveyed were full-time. 
The required education level 
for a production worker was 
minimum Grade 12. 

The survey also showed 
that within the next two 
years 366 jobs will be 
required in the 
manufacturing sector. 

Janette Anderson, co- 
ordinator of Skills Quinte, 
said a need for computer 
skills continues to appear in 
the survey. 

Skills Quinte surveyed 
301 local employers. Results 
Clearly showed that 
retraining and upgrading 
were necessary and should 
be given first priority before 
long term plans were 
established, stated a Skills 
Quinte press release.

Poverty is no stranger to Rick Bauer. 

For three years, Bauer lived on the 
Streets, unemployed and homeless. 
Because of his personal experience, the 
former Belleville Credit Counselling 
executive director can relate to other 
poverty-stricken people. 

Guest speaker of a poverty workshop at 
Loyalist College, Bauer said the Ministry 
of Community and Social Services began 
the Credit Counselling Bureau in 1965 
after recognizing financial strains as a key 
reason for domestic violence and other 
family problems in homes. 

Since that time, the ministry has funded 
the service, but in November 1991, the 
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your kids need something to eat,” says 
Rick Bauer, former executive director of 
the Belleville Credit Counselling Service. 

As a speaker of a poverty workshop at 
Loyalist College, Bauer told a group of 
approximately 30 social services worker 
students that poverty and homelessness is 
not uncommon in Belleville. 

“We're in desperate times. We have real 
issues that have to be addressed,” Bauer 
said. “Go behind the liquor store on Station 
Street and you'll find homeless people. Go 


ministry notified the Belleville 
organization and 29 other Ontario credit 
counselling bureaus that it was turning off 
the tap on funding. 

As of March 31, the Credit Counselling 
Service will no longer be available — at 
least not for free — to the 20,000 Ontario 
families, or 80,000 people, who use the 
service. Although free counselling will 
continue, a fee of $75 will be required for 
clients whose cases in which the bureau 
intervenes to repay creditors. 

Belleville Credit Counselling Service 
counselor John Quigley said the fee has 
not fazed clients.

Our health care system is under attack, both 
inside and outside the country. 

Here, it is under attack by those who propose 
user fees, which would tend to discourage not only 
abuse of the system but also the legitimate use of 
the system by those living in poverty. 

It is under attack by higher levels of 
government who are balancing their own budgets 
at the expense of lower levels of government. 

It is under attack in more subtle ways by free 
trade between Canada and the U.S., which 
demands a level playing field -- and a level 
playing field either means the U.S. sets up its own 
national health care system or Canada dumps its 
system. 

And it is under attack in the U.S. by people who 
have little understanding of Canada's health care 
system and fear setting up such a system there. A 
campaign comment by U.S. presidential contender 
Paul Tsongas’ highlights the misunderstandings. 

Tsongas believes that a marrow transplant he 
received in the U.S. in 1986 could not have been 
gotten in Canada under its health care system 
because research was so experimental. 

He is, if you will pardon the phrase, dead wrong. 

In fact, not only could he have received the same 
treatment in Toronto General Hospital in 1986, but 
e the key research breakthrough that made the 
treatment possible was made in the same city at 
The Princess Margaret Hospital. 

And Paul Tsongas does not mention the fact that 
he was lucky because he was rich. Tsongas had a 
private medical plan that paid the $75,000 cost of 
the treatment. What price his fate if he had been 
one of the 40 million Americans who are too poor 
to afford a private plan? 

In Canada, rich and poor have the same 
access to treatment. That is not the case in the U.S. 

Sure, Canada's health care System needs changes. 
But one thing must be defended: the right of all 
Canadians to adequate medical care regardless of

Real estate bouncing back

Traditionally, real estate leads the way 
into recession -- but also leads the way 
back out. 

That's why it's good news that Quinte 
realtors are cautiously optimistic as the 
market appears to be on an upswing after 
close to two years of tough slogging. 

Sean McKinney, first vice president of 
the Quinte District Real Estate Board, says 
sales actually rose 30 per cent in 1991 over 
1990. Dollar value of sales rose from 
$122,702,538 in 1990, the first year of the 
recession, to $159,136,530 in 1991. 

But that increase was from a deep hole. 

"That tells you how far down we were,” 
he says, looking back at the last two years. 

The length of the recession has taken its 
toll. The number of sales representatives 
who were members of the board dropped, 
for example, from 498 in 1990 to 424 in 
1991.

Last year Quinte industries were 
reporting hiring levels at or near their 
lowest levels in 23 years. 

Prospects are slightly brighter this year, 
states Gail Andrews of Manpower 
Temporary Services. The coming months 
should produce some solid hiring prospects 
in the Belleville area, according to the 
employment outlook survey conducted by 
Temporary Manpower Services.

1991 finished on a 
strong note with sales of $11.6 million in 
December compared to $3.27 million in 
December 1990, an increase of over 240 
per cent.

That trend has continued into the new 
year, McKinney said. 

He described the process as being like 
"climbing a set of stairs." Strong sales 
weeks have been followed by an easing off 
the next week followed by another strong 
sales week. 

"We believe we're working our way out 
of the recession,” he said, "but it's a long 


year low, are a major factor, he said. 
Mortgage rates have dropped by around 
four percentage points from two or three 
years ago, offering substantial savings on 
Carrying costs to consumers. 

For example, monthly payments for a 
$100,000 mortgage amortized over 25 
years at 13.25 per cent would be $1,120. At 
9.5 per cent, the payments would drop 
$259 to $861 per month.

As well, more people can qualify for a mortgage when 
interest rates are lower. According to McKinney, the 
purchaser's annual income would have to be $10,000 
higher to qualify for a $100,000 mortgage at 13.25 per 
cent than at 9.5 per cent. 

McKinney predicts that interest rates will remain low 
over the long term, despite some increases over the last 
few weeks. 

Two other factors will also help the real estate market 
grow this year, he said -- RRSP changes and changes to 
downpayment rules by the Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation (CMHC). 

The federal government recently announced it would 
allow home buyers to use RRSP money to fund down 
payments on a home. Up to $20,000 per person -- $40,000 
for a couple with separate RRSPs -- can be used as long as 
the money was in an RRSP before March 1, 1992. Any 
home buyer will qualify, not just first time home buyers. 

McKinney says there has been a lot of interest in the 
plan but it's too early to tell whether actual sales will be 
generated. 

"We need education on the program and then buyers 
have to start looking,” he said. The normal home buying 
Process takes about 60 to 90 days, he added. 

CMHC also announced recently that it was dropping the 
amount required for a down payment to 5 per cent, which 
McKinney says will open the housing market to people 
with a good income but little money saved for a down 
payment. 

Most first time buyers in the 20 to 30 year old age 
bracket find it hard to save, McKinney said, because they 
a teed Starting out.

The grand old dowager of 
Belleville's downtown, the 
Hotel Quinte, is experiencing a 
new lease on life as the Heritage 
Days Inn.

Quinte Subaru opened when most experts 
thought the economy was going to turn 
around in May of 1991.

After Sheila (not her real name) suffered a 
stroke three years ago, her daughter and son-in- 
law moved into her home so that she wouldn’t 


be alone. 

All was well until Sheila’s son-in-law lost his job. Sheila 
soon felt uncomfortable when alone with her son-in-law as 
he became more depressed and moody. Her fear culminated 
one day. 

While Sheila watched television, her son-in-law became 
angry and struck her with his hand. Sheila fell to the floor, 
breaking her arm in the process.

At the hospital, Sheila told the doctor that she had fallen, 
but withheld the cause of the fall. 

The doctor noted Sheila and her daughter had a good 
relationship, but the son-in-law was hostile and verbally 
abusive to both his wife and Sheila, loudly complaining 
about the trouble of bringing Sheila to the hospital. 

Elder abuse is believed to affect four per cent of 
Canada’s aged population. 

And with the Hastings and Prince Edward County’s aged 
population doubling the national percentage (25 per cent 
here compared to 12 per cent nationally, according to the 
Hastings and Prince Edward Council on Aging) there is 
concern about the extent of elder abuse in the area. 

In answer to that concern, the Council on Aging has 
focused on recognizing and dealing with elder abuse by 
beginning an Elder Abuse Project. According to project co- 
ordinator Roni Summers Wickens, the problem of elder 
abuse in the area goes beyond just concern. 

"There's evidence of elder abuse happening here," 
Summers Wickens said, noting that elder abuse is similar 
to other forms of family violence. 

Elder abuse is usually afflicted upon those who are 
vulnerable because of age or physical limitations.

Which should close: Belleville Collegiate 
Institute or Bayside Secondary? 

That's an emotional issue for everyone 
involved and we don't envy the trustees who are 
going to have to make that decision -- because 
the decision will have to be made. One of the 
schools is going to be closed, thanks to budgetary 
restraints of the provincial government. 

But which one? 

Both can make good arguments for — 
remaining open, but our own sympathies lie with 
BCI rather than Bayside because in principle we 
believe that schools must be rooted in community 
and in our view BCI is more rooted in 
community than is Bayside. 

Bayside was built to be a community of 
students and teachers in isolation from the rest of 
the community. It was plunked down in a field 
next to a highway for suburban students who 
lived hither and yon and were going to have to be 
bused somewhere anyway. 

By contrast BCI is an integral part of the 
Belleville community, and not just because it has 
history and tradition. 

Located cheek and jowl next to homes in a 
residential neighbourhood on the edge of the 
downtown business district, close to the city's 
cultural institutions, BCI can't be divorced from 
the community. Many students walk to school. 
They are part of the local economy -- many shop 
or eat in the downtown business core. They are 
close to the public library for research and Study. 

The school is also a very definite part of the 
cultural life of the community. Its 950-seat 
auditorium is a regular venue for performances of 
every kind. There is probably hardly a person in 
Belleville who hasn't attended a performance of 
some kind at the school at some time. 


If we want to root schools in community -- and 


we believe that is a healthy principle, then BCT is 
the logical choice to keep open. 


Let's celebrate our history 


Canada is 125 years old this year, and what 
better way to celebrate than to make Canadians 
more aware of their own history.

Chestnut 

Of all the nut trees, the chestnut is the most romanticized. 
While no poet immortalized a walnut tree and no lyricist 
captured a mood of filberts roasting by an open fire, it's a 
romance that has been a tragic one, with the chestnut 
brought to the edge of extinction by deadly bark disease. 

Fortunately, hybridizers have produced crosses between 
American and Japanese species with a good deal of 
resistance. Or if you live in an area where peaches can be 
grown, plant the chinese chestnut (Corylus Mollissima). 

But no matter your choice make sure to give the chestnut 
plenty of room. 

Another good feature of chestnuts is their rapid growth 
and the production of crops four to five years after planting. 
The burrs split open in early fall, releasing one to three 
nuts. 

Harvest daily or the squirrels will do it for you. Dry them 
in the sun for a day. Store in a dark cool place and they will

Walnut 

If you are allergy prone, forget about growing the walnut, 
because its pollen is a well-known allergen. 

The walnut of my youth was the black walnut and proved 
to be a good test of human patience. If you managed to get 
through the dense husk you got down to a shell of rock 
hardness enclosing the kernel. Mashed fingers, dyed with a 
deep brown stain that resisted scrubbing were rites of 
passage. 

But things are a lot easier today with the English and

Carpathian walnuts. Both the English and Carpathian 
walnuts are fast-growing, heavy-textured trees. Again, 
they're big ones that will reach heights and widths of 60 
feet, but fortunately start bearing four of five years after 
planting. 

Where winter lows seldom drop below -23 to -25C (10 - 
15 degrees F.) then you should have good luck with the 
English walnut. 

But where winter temperatures dip as low as -34 C plant 
varieties known as Carpathian walnuts. 

Harvest time is in late summer or early fall. Keep an eye 
open -- as soon as the husk starts to split, knock all the nuts 
out of the tree or the squirrels will have a field day. 

My final suggestion is to buy your nut trees from 
someone who is knowledgeable about hardiness, on-going 
care and pollination needs. One such person is Doug 
Campbell, grower, wholesaler and retailer, at Niagara-On-

Like Sheila, many vicums 
are afraid to report crimes 
against them for a number 
of reasons. 

"It's part of the 
victimization process,” 
Summers Wickens said. 
"Victims don't want to talk 
of unpleasant things.” 

Summers Wickens adds 
that victims may also feel 
embarrassed or ashamed 
because they know the 
abuser and may depend on 
them for food, shelter, 
personal care and 
companionship. 

Often the abuser is a 
family member, trusted 
friend or a caregiver. 

"The abuser may also 
threaten the victim,” 
Summers Wickens said, 
noting that many elders fear

Signs and symptoms of 
abuse include depression, 
fear and anxiety. 

Other physical signs 
include unexplained injuries, 
dehydration or lack of food, 
poor hygiene, infected or 


open wounds. 

Improper use of 
medication or over-sedation 
are also possible signs.

who hope to quit the 
harmful habit -- self-help. 

That's how Hennessy 
overcame his habit in 1960, 
and he is positive that it can 
work for anyone trying to 
break the habit. 

Hennessy is so sure that 
his method will work he has 
written a book entitled Give 
Yourself A Bonus - Kick The 

Smoking Habit, which was 
published locally by Ecopub. 

"I desire to help other 

eople quit smoking," 
Sea ee said, noting that 
he sat down to write the 
book in October 1991. "It's 
a difficult thing to quit 
smoking.” 

Despite all the help and 
support offered today to 
those who want to quit 
smoking, Hennessy feels 
that trying to quit is "as 
difficult as ever.” 

Labelled as an instruction 
manual rather than a book, 
Hennessy's plan of attack 
includes quitting cold 


turkey, but not until the 
smoker sits down and draws 
up a list of pros and cons, 

"You have to examine 
your motives and make sure 
they are solidly based,” 
Hennessy said. 

Developing a list of 
reasons to quit and finally 
selecting a specific day to 
quit is similar to planning a 
wedding. 

"You're preparing for a 
moment," Hennessy said, 
adding that like a wedding, 
the day you quit smoking is 
also a special occasion. 

But Hennessy is quick to 
mention that to make the 
self-help method a viable 
option, the smoker must be 
determined and have a 
strong will to quit. 

"You have to make sure 
you really want to quit," 
Hennessy said. "No one can 
do it for you... it's 
ultimately up to you.” 

The rewards of a smoke- 
free life go beyond 
monetary savings. 





"More important are the 
health benefits,” Hennessy 
Said, who notes that his 
bronchial condition has 
vastly improved since he 
quit smoking. 

The battle to quit was 
never easy for Hennessy. At 
the age of 13, he acquired a 
craving for smoking. 

By the time he was 18, 
Hennessy was smoking 
half a pound of tobacco per 
day as he worked the 
harvest in Saskatchewan. 

Although he enjoyed 
smoking, Hennessy quit at 
the age of 20, but only for a 
couple of months. 

In the summer of 1960, 
Hennessy quit for a second 
time -- this time for good. 

"It was difficult the 
second time," Hennessy 
said. "Starting again 
weakened my will to quit, 
which made it so much 
more difficult to quit.” 

Although his mind was 
telling him that the last 
attempt didn't work and 
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yle bonus 


neither should the second, 
Hennessy maintained his 
mental focus and has 
remained weedless ever 
since.

iser heads prevailed and Willie 
Se ign back to stand trial. Two 
things happened. Willie confessed, 
revealing that Mary was behind Ae 
every action. Secondly, surpr ade 
surprises, Uncle Henry survived, 

Willie was in dire straits. In 
desperation, he wrote another aunt 
named Eliza. The letter, which was 
intercepted by jailers, ated well 
cooked Willie’s goose. It also made 
things hotter than all get out for Aunt 
Mary. Here it is as it appeared in 
Florida newspapers while Willie 
languished in jail: 

“Dear Aunt Eliza, I am very sorry 
that I have to write you this letter. Aunt 
Mary took me from work to come down 
here and kill Keech and that woman 
he was living with. I came down here 
and done the deed as she told me to. — 
She offered me $15,000 to do so. I did it. 
Now I am in jail to be tried for my life, 
a murderer. Aunt Mary gave me no 
money to get away with. I am feeling 
very bad and want a lawyer. I am sorry 
the day I ever saw Aunt Mary. That 
woman that Henry Keech was living 
with I put four bullet holes through her 
head. She is dead. I think Aunt Mary 
ought to suffer with me if I am to 
suffer, as she put me up to the deed I 
have done. Let her have her share of it. 
I want to see if you can get me a 
lawyer. I am here for murder. May 
God forgive me.” ‘ 

The letter hit the fan just as Aunt 
Mary arrived in Florida to claim 
Henry's estate of about $30,000. Poor 
Mary was shocked out of her wils to 
discover that Henry had survived 
William’s vicious attack and that she 
was wanted for murder. ; 

It was difficult for Mary to extradite 
herself from the basic plot, but she 
tried. She claimed that her nephew may 
have been motivated out of sympathy 
for her, but that he had acted without 
her knowledge. She had travelled to 
Florida because, before Henry’s 
departure, he had told her they would 
obtain a divorce and certain assets 
would be turned over to her. When she 
heard of his involvement with Ellen 
Hunt, she decided to take the trip to 
claim what was rightfully hers. 

It was a great story, repeated before 
an enthralled jury. Unfortunately for 
Mary, no one believed her. She was 
found guilty of Ellen Hunt’s murder and 
sentenced to death. Two days later, 
Willie was the recipient of the same 
verdict and the same sentence. 

Appeals were launched on 
technicalities and both convicted killers 
were granted new trials. Willie pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to hang. The 
governor of Florida reviewed the case 
and commuted his sentence to life 
imprisonment, mainly because of 
Willie’s mental capacity. 

Mary’s second trial was quite a 
different matter. Her staff of four high 
priced lawyers leaned heavily on the 
fact that the main evidence against her 
was the word of the dim-witted Willie. 
The ploy worked. Mary was acquitted 
after an eight-day trial. 

Mary was not out of hot water just 
yet. Upon her acquittal she was 
immediately arrested and charged with 
being an accessory before the fact of 
attempted murder regarding Henry. 
Once more she managed to gain an 
acquittal. 

Mary, who had orchestrated the entire 
scenario and who had been successful in 
having her rival murdered, was now a 
free woman. Greed had been the 
underlying motive for sending her 
nephew to kill her husband and his 
mistress. She left her husband a cripple, 
his mistress dead, and her nephew in 
jail for life. 

Aunt Mary suffered too. Her trials and 
appeals had cost her everything she 
possessed. Penniless and despised by 
all, she disappeared into oblivion and 
was never heard of again.

But, as 
Belleville City Police Inspector Garnet Goodwin notes, 
every theft is significant, no matter what the dollar value of 
the item stolen. 

"Theft is theft,” Goodwin said, adding that he has 
observed that theft occurs among all ages for specific 
reasons. "A senior person make take a minor item because 
they're trying to make ends meet,” Goodwin said. "The 
younger generation are into trendy stuff, like baseball 
cards, tapes and CDs.”

On first impression, 
Excel looks and sounds like 
any number of tight, well- 
rounded contemporary pop 
rock bands that have 
permeated the music 
market.

The worst year of my life was Grade 8 


The single worst year of my life 
was the year that my junior high 
school closed and we were shuffled 

into another neighbouring 

school. 

Grade 8. That's king of the 

heap in a school where it is the 
oldest grade. 
But my Grade 8 wasn't spent in 
that school. Our school closed 
that year and we were shuffled 
into another school. 

Everyone from my own class 
was still there at the new 
school, but the new setting and 
the new classmates created new 
dynamics. Somewhere, somehow, 
in the process I went from being comfortably in the middle 
social range of a class that had no extremes to being the 
butt of every joke and every vindictive put down. 

How can you feel worthwhile when the people who 
matter most to you at that age tell you every day in every 
way that you aren't worth much? Life was hell that year 
and it left its scars. 

For some students, switching from one school to another 
can be a fresh start, a new page of life. For most teens, 
though, being shuffled from one school to another can be 
traumatic. That was my experience. 

The sad thing about the school closure decisions that 
face the Hastings County Board of Education is that 






students are going to get shuffled around. Bayside or BCI 

is going to close, it's inevitable. 

I didn't say much about my Grade 8 experiences to my 
parents at the time. They couldn't do anything about it, and 
I knew that. The board of education can't do anything 
about their situation, either. But it still hurts.

According to a study in the States, about half of U.S. 
college students would like to be teachers -- as long as it 
paid $100,000 a year. The report was unclear as to whether 
that was what students thought teachers were paid or 
should be paid. 

In either case, they're sounding like teachers already. 

We're in a recession, but Ottawa-area teachers are on 
strike because they want a big raise. Something in the 
neighbourhood of 8 per cent, if we recall correctly. 

Meanwhile in Toronto, high school teachers are 
grumpily accepting a 3.1 per cent raise. The key word is 
‘grumpily’. They're grudgingly accepting such a ‘small’ 
raise only because of the economic recession. 

And we don't get a good feeling from comments made 
by spokesmen for the teachers union. Do they care about 
students anymore? Or parents? It's hard to tell from their 
comments. 

But maybe it's the fault of the press. Maybe the 
spokesmen made all kinds of comments about students 
that the press didn't quote in their quest for sensationalism. 

Maybe. 

No wonder taxpayers and parents are grumpy, too.

Intensity is key to successful window box plantings 


he key word in the successful planting of window 
boxes is "Intensity" -- intensity of colors, intensity 
in planting and intensity of care, together with the 
@... realization that window boxes provide more than 
one point of view. 

rom the outside, they add splashes of brilliance to an 
otherwise rather drab vista of brick, stone or siding. From the 
inside out, the window box flowers become a colourful part 
of the interior decoration of your home. 

While your choice of plants for window boxes is almost 
limit-less, there is not doubt that annuals and window boxes 
were made for each other. That doesn't mean you have to 
stick with the same annuals all season. You can get an early 
Start with ground phlox and pansies, switch to summer- 
flowering annuals after the last spring frost, and when these 
get a little bedraggled in late summer or early fall, replace 
them with low-cost cushion mums that are featured in most 
nurseries. 

When selecting plants for window boxes, besides selecting 
those with a maximum blooming period, be sure and stick to 
plants with a compact habit (maximum height six to eight 
inches), since staking is not only a nuisance, it is unattractive. 

Be prepared to "pack them in" to create a bouquet effect, 
but also be sure you do not mix shade and sun-loving plants 
because one is bound to suffer at the expense of the other. 

Before you buy a single plant, decide whether you wish to

In the planting of window boxes, garden soil is a "no-no" 
because the intensity of planting disallows cultivation and the 
minute soil organisms that keep garden soil friable will not 
live in window boxes. As a result, garden soil quickly 
assumes the consistency of concrete. 

Enter the soilless mix. 

Soilless mixes, since they are comprised mainly of peat 
moss, remain porous all season, allowing for maximum root 
extension and top growth. Best of all, they are almost 
impossible to overwater, which is also good, because 
depending on how much the plants are exposed to sun and 
wind, they will require soaking every three to four days. 

The day before you head to the nursery to select your 
plants, fill the boxes to the top (it will shrink) with soilless

mix and soak. 

As soon as you get your plants home give them a good 
soaking. Spring is a busy time at the nurseries and often 
umes watering is a hit and miss affair. 

When selecting plants, make sure to avoid those in bloom. 
Instead, choose compact, well-branched plants (Tight buds 
are allowed). They will transplant with far less shock and 
will likely come faster into full bloom. 

Removing plants from the growing containers depend on 
how they are planted. If they are in individual pots or cell 
packs, they can be simply rapped or popped out 

When they have been grown together, such as in a fibre 
container or plastic flat, don't attempt to pull them apart or 
the damage could be severe. Rather, cut them apart with a 
Sharp knife.After setting the plants in the prepared planting 
holes, backfill and gently tamp the soil around the roots. This 
gets nd of air pockets. Water but don't feed. 

Wait until the plants have recovered from transplant shock 
before you worry about nutrition. Besides, there are enough 
Starter nutnents in the soilless mix to look after the plant's 
needs for at least a couple of weeks. Then start with a 10-52- 

10 water-soluble fertilizer, quarter strength and applied every 
two weeks. 

Earlier, as stated, your choice of plants for window boxes is 
almost limitless. Here are some suggestions:

Next, inspect the walls. 

Scrape loose paint from 
flaking or peeling areas, 
sand them smooth and brush 
on a protective coat of 
primer. 

You can leave the primer 
exposed if you do not mind 
its appearance and you plan 
more extensive repainting 
later. 

Otherwise, allow the 
primer to dry all day or 
overnight, then apply a coat 
or two of house paint. 

Deeply blistered paint that 
reveals bare wood when 
pulled away is a sign of 
condensation inside the 
walls. Before repainting, 
you will have to remedy this 


According to proprietor 
Leon James, the service is 
relatively new to the area, 
but is already in demand. 

"The service is requested.

In addition to cost, James 
feels there are other 
advantages to his firm 
performing inspections. 

As a contractor, James has 


more experience with 
homes, whereas an engineer 
may not specialize in 
particular areas of a home, 
such as electrical and 
plumbing. 
James admits that 
potential home-owners may 
be discouraged from buying 
a home after an inspection is 
performed. 
However, James main- 
tains that real estate agents 
are also concerned with the 
quality of the product they're 


selling, not just the quantity. 

"You can't always blame 
the agents," James said. 
"They can't see everything 
that may be wrong with the 


home." 
In dealing with Leon 


James, Nelles sales 
representative Maxine 
Geiger has had nothing but 
"good luck."

(home inspection) service, 
the only other option was an 
engineer," Geiger said.

FLEXIBLE PLASTIC FOAM 

Sheets or strips of this rubbery foam 
make excellent throwaway applicators for 
putting on many types of finishes, 
including water repellents for decks and 
outdoor furniture, stains and paints. 

The foam sometimes is used in packing 
and also can be recovered from some old 
chair pads and pillows. Foam about an inch 
thick is best, but thicker material usually 
can be cut to usable sizes. 

To make an applicator pad, cut a small 
square or rectangle for the base from a 
scrap of 3/8 - inch or 1/2 -inch plywood. 


Nail a scrap of 3/4 - inch wood to the top of 
the base to serve asa handle. Cut a piece of

RIGID PLASTIC FOAM 

Chunks of thick, white, rigid foam often 
are used on packing, especially with 
electronic equipment. The foam makes fine 
bench top holders or protective sheaths for 
sharp tools such as wood chisels, knives, 
awls, drill bits and screw drivers. Push each 
tool in the foam to make a custom pocket 

OTHER SALVAGE 

Large plastic bags, including trash bags, 
make good drop cloths to catch paint drips 
and spills and can be used over and over. 
The best drop cloths: Packing envelopes 
for a mattress and box spring. Slit open the

The 
thicker the plastic, the better, because it is 
less prone to blow around in a breeze when 
used out-doors. 

Cardboard boxes, especially large ones, 
can be cut into pieces and the panels put to 
many good uses, including drip catchers for 
painting. Put a sheet of cardboard under the 
oil pan when changing the oil in your car or 
lawn mower - it invariably ends up stained 
with oil that would otherwise been on the 
driveway or lawn. Also, put a cardboard 
sheet in the trunk of a car when hauling 
material that could stain or soil the carpet. 

Large plastic soft-drink bottles with 
reinforced bottoms can be converted to 
first-rate containers for nails, screws or 
small parts. Use a sharp utility knife to cut 
off the reinforced bottom and discard the 
top portion. The bowl-like bottoms have 
smooth, half-sphere interiors that make it 
€asy tO Scoop out even the tiniest objects.

There are several steps to getting a good 
design - before you even think about 
buying the first appliance or cabinet.

Once you've done some background 
research, you can begin formulating a plan. 
You may want to hire a kitchen designer. 
Some designers work as consultants, on a 
per-hour basis, and are flexible enough to 
work with any budget 

Home-improvement centers and stores 
that sell the equipment often have experts 
on staff who can help you work out a plan 
(though the assistance may be tied to 
purchase). 

Good measurements are critical to a 
successful design -- first because almost all 
cabinets are constructed in basic 
dimensions, generally with 3-inch 
increments. A mistake as small as a 








fraction of an inch can throw the whole 
room out of whack. 

Wall spaces should be measured from 
trim edge to the next trim edge or corner. 
(Architectural plans may measure only the 
opening, not what's around it) 

If you've ever been burdened with a tiny 
kitchen, you may think bigger is better. 
That's not necessarily so. A huge kitchen 
can mean a lot of unnecessary steps. 

Overly large kitchens are like having 
kitchens in two different rooms of your 
house. 

Designers suggest walking around the 
space, imagining where things will be and 
testing the arrangement. You can use tape 
to mark off items on the floor. 

If you want a centre island, they suggest 
putting a box in the centre of the room -- to 
see if you want to walk around it "for the 
next 10 years." 

If you draw your own plan, irs stilla 
good idea to get someone in the field to 
look at it for potential problems.

Dodge and Plymouth both 
sell the Mitsubishi-built Colt 
line up, and there's a new 
Colt on the block this year, a 
compact mini-van with room 
for five people and lots of 
luggage. 

Officially know as the Colt 
Wagon, it's tall -in 
comparision to its short 
wheelbase and has a sliding 
rear door on the passenger 
side as well as a rear liftgate 
that opens to the bumper.

engines: Standard issue is a 
1.8 litre, 16 valve, fuel- 
injected powerplant of 113 
horsepower while a 2.4 litre 
unit of 116 horsepower is 
optionally available.

William retumed to his parents’ 
home, where he displayed an 
aversion to any sort of exertion.

The 
evening William's two younger 
brothers, Thomas, 11 and Charles, 6 
teased William about his girlfriend. 
Allin all, it was a pleasant evening. 

Mr. Youngman was the first to go 
to bed. He was accustomed to early 
hours, as he had to rise at 5 a.m. to 
travel to his place of employment 
some distance from his home. Mary 
and Mrs. Youngman shared a room, 
while William slept with his 
brothers. Next morning, bright and 
early, Mr. Youngman got up and 
went to work, leaving his family 
asleep in bed, as was his custom, 
About 20 minutes later, the 
occupants of the first floor heard 
noises loud enough to cause 
concem. One of the occupants put 
on his trousers and went upstairs. 

Half way up he was met by William 
in his nightclothes. William was 
covered with blood. He screamed, 
“for God's sake come up. There are 
several dead and dying. My mother 
g0t up in the middle of the night, 


just now, in fact, and attacked us all. 


1 am afraid I have killed her in self 
defense.” 


Upstairs, on the landing, just in 
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Streeter. Both had been stabbed to 
death. The two young boys were 
both dead in their bed. They too had 
been stabbed repeatedly. 

Police were called and were at the 
scene in a matter of minutes. 
William gave them the fantastic 
statement, "My mother went 
suddenly mad and did it all. She 
attacked me with the knife after she 
had killed the others, and I wrestled 
it from her and stabbed her to 
protect myself. I was entitled to do 
so. That's the law.” 

The officers looked at each other 
and shook their heads. Why had it 
been necessary for this strong 25- 
year-old man to kill his mother after 
he had" wrested" the knife from her? 
They pointed out this discrepancy to 
William, who doggedly stuck to his 
story. 

Poor Mr. Youngman. That 
morning he had left his family 
sleeping peacefully. Now he was 
summoned home to find that they 
had all been murdered, with the 
exception of William. When 
questioned by police, he informed 
them that his wife had never been 
erratic in any way and for his son to 
insinuate that she was mad was in 
itself ludicrous. 

The authorities agreed with Mr. 
Youngman William was arrested 
that very day. A search of his room 
uncovered the insurance policy. In 
Mary's trunk police found letters 
Mary received from William before 
her ill-fated visit to London. In 
these letters, William repeatedly 
asked asked Mary to insure her life. 

William's trail lasted only one 
day. Despite the unbelievable nature 
of his story, he stuck to it 
throughout.

The police try to help 
control shoplifting among 
youth through the 
implementation of the VIP 
(Values, Influences and 
Peers) program. Goodwin 
maintains that the rate of 
theft among youths has 
decreased as a result of the 
VIP program. 

But theft in general 
continues at an increasing 
rate, and for Quinte retailers 
who are victimized, the best 
way to deal with thieves is 
to press charges in all 
circumstances. 

"We don't just ignore 
people who may steal an 
item worth $10 and pinch 
someone who _ steals 
something worth $100," 
Quinte Mall Sears manager 
Wayne Simpson said. "It's 
the same act. Our policy is 
to charge.” 

Kevin Cybulski, manager 
of Woolworth's on Front 
Street, has also noticed an 
increase in shoplifting 
during these poor economic 
times. 

"When a recession arises, 
shoplifting does increase," 
Cybulski said. 

More recently, Cybulski 
has found the number of 
group thefts is increasing in 
his store,

sometimes too much for us 
to cover,” Cybulski said. 
"The trend has increased 
this year among young 
people." 

Despite being able to 
identify youths in group 
thefts, Cybulski can't 
pinpoint what age group 
commits the majority of 
thefts at his store. 

What also concerns 
Cybulski are parents who 
steal in front of their 
children. 

"There was a lady who 
came into the store pushing 
a stroller and loaded items 
in the stroller with her 
baby,” Cybulski said. "She 
was aware she was being 
watched, so she emptied her 
stroller before she left.” 

The lady avoided getting 
charged, but Cybulski 
contends that the idea that 
theft is legitimate could 
easily be instilled in the 
child's mind. 

"The recession hits 
everybody,” Cybulski said. 
"When times get tough, 
people do tough things.” 

But Cybulski adds that 
the store's policy is equally 
tough. 

"It doesn't matter what 
the dollar amount of the 
stolen item is," Cybulski 
maintains, "any and all 
thefts committed will be 
prosecuted."

We note that one of the moves towards budget 
restraint made by the public school board has 
been to roll back remuneration for trustees to 
December 1990 levels and to freeze salaries for 
senior administration at September 1991 levels. 


Those moves may not make a big difference 
to the overall budget, but they are important 
symbolic reductions to hard-pressed taxpayers 
and to those employed by the school system. It's 
easier to accept tough budgets from people who 
are prepared to take some cuts themselves. 

But what about teachers? Are they prepared to 
take any kind of reductions? 

So far, the word is 'no'. We haven't even 
heard it suggested locally and we understand the 
provincial teachers’ unions are telling their 
members not to budge. 


We think that is wrong and short sighted. 


In case they haven't noticed, we're in a 
recession. Most people (John Crow and the Bank 
of Canada not withstanding) are taking small 
increases, no increases or reductions and feeling 
glad just to have a job at all. 

We think there are good reasons to argue for at 
least minimal salary reductions. 


A salary reduction of even 1 per cent 
across the board for all staff would reduce the 
Hastings County public school board budget by 
something in the neighbourhood of $900,000. 
That's a big decrease. 


And in case teachers haven't noticed it, they 
aren't exactly popular out there. What we hear 
from the general public is a general sense that 
teachers are overpaid. And it's hard to argue that 
locally when teachers here earn substantially 
more than the average salary in the Quinte area. 

The alternative to salary reductions, of 
course, is staff reductions. Terminations. And 
when that happens, no one wins. Students lose. 
Parents lose. Even teachers lose because they 
have to work harder in larger classes. 


The economy also loses. More people 
eaming less money is better for an economy than 
fewer people earning more money. Why? 
Because when wealth is spread around, more of 
it is spent on the essential items that also happen 
to be the core of any nation’s economy. 


Will it happen? We wouldn't bet on it.

The Editor: 

I would like to address an 
issue on the BCI/Bayside 
closing that I have not heard 
anyone mention as yet. As a 
taxpayer this issue concerns 
me greatly. 

I am an office manager in 
a downtown medical office 
and we have had several co- 
op students over the years 
from various schools in 
Belleville. 

In the fall of 1991 we had 
a Bayside co-op student 
working with us. In the 
morning a parent would 
drop her off at the office but 
at noon a taxi would take 
her back to school. 

This taxi service 
happened every day, five 
days a _ week for 
approximately 16 to 17 
weeks. The cost of this taxi 
service from our office to 
Bayside was $14 to $16 a 
day. 

If you stop to figure this 
Out it comes to over a 
thousand dollars for one 
student going one way for 
one semester. 

If you multiply this by 
however many co-op 
students Bayside might 
have, this comes to a 
considerable sum. Even if a 
discount was given by the 
taxi service or the student 
paid a portion of this 
amount, I think this expense 
would still be quite high. 

Co-op placements would 
be either in Trenton or 
Belleville and unless the 
Bayside student had their 
Own transportation, a taxi 

service would be needed.

ny criminal lawyer will tell you that you can never predict 
A a jury's decision. We must assume that in the vast majonty 

of cases their decisions are correct, but there are those 
occasions where we have proof that juries have made terrible 
mistakes. ; 

On May 21, 1939, Walter Dinivan awoke as he did each 
moming of his retirement. Life was sweet. Walter had made his 
money in the garage business and had purchased a sizeable villa in 
Bournemouth, England. He loved to stroll through his extensive 
gardens. 

"The villa was large and Walter had divided it into two flats. Two 
elderly ladies occupied the top floor, while Walter, a widower, 
shared the first floor with his grand-daughter. 

On the day in question, Walter's grandson, who was a member 
of the Royal Navy, visited his grandfather. Walter was delighted 
and insisted the lad sleep over on the night of the 21st. That day, 
the elderly gentleman enjoyed an outing to Lullworth Cove with 
his two grandchildren. Upon their return, they had tea. The two 
young people left the villa at 7:15 p.m. to attend a dance. 

Walter Dinivan retired to his drawing room, sat in his favonte 
chair in front of the fireplace and settled down to a quiet evening at 
home. At 11:45 p.m., his two grandchildren returned home from 
the dance. They were surprised to find all the doors of the villa 
locked. Their grandfather had assured them that he would leave a 
door open for them. 

Finally, unable to get a response to his knocking, Walter's 
grandson smashed the window of the front door and gained 
entrance to the villa. He found his grandfather lying in a pool of 
blood in the fireplace. He had been struck viciously about the head 
with a blunt instrument. Walter was alive, but he died the next day. 

An autopsy indicated that ten blows had been inflicted to the 
elderly gentleman's head. There was also evidence that he had been 
strangled. 

Scotland Yard was asked to assist in the case. The murder scene 
was straight out of a fiction novel. The position and condition of 
the body indicated that Walter had not struggled, but had been 
surpnsed by his allacker. Jt was felt that, as there was no forced 
entry to the villa, Walter may have been acquainted with his killer 
and had invited him to enter the drawing room. 

Walter may have entertained the murderer. On a table in the den 
was a bottle of beer, two large glasses and a small green glass 
containing whisky. One of the beer glasses was overturned, causing 
a beer stain on the tablecloth. The other large glass contained beer.

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The whisky had been Walter's. His grandchildren stated that he 
never drank beer; he preferred whisky which he always drank outl 
of the distinctive small green glass found on the table. : 


Detectives were able to lift a thumbprint off the beer glass* 
which had been tipped over. There were also several cigarette butts 
in the ashtray. Since Walter didn't smoke, it was believed the 
cigarettes had been smoked by his killer. ig 

Remember, this was 1939. Testing of saliva to identify blood 
type was not in common use, nor was it accepted as evidence in 
court. Despite this, Scotland Yard sent the cigarette butts for 
testing. In this way they learned that whoever had smoked the 
cigarettes had a rare blood type found only in three per cent of the 


population.

On the drawing room floor, detectives found a woman's hair 
curler which did not belong to Walter's granddaughter. They also 
found a crumpled bag, which may have held the murder weapon, 
quite possibly a hammer. The motive for the murder appeared to be 
robbery. Walter was known to carry several pounds on his person. 
This was missing, as were his watch and rings. A safe located in 
the drawing room had been opened with a key always carried by 
Walter. The contents of the safe, believed to be several pounds, was 
missing. 

Detectives took the fingerprints of everyone involved. None 
matched the fingerprint on the beer glass. Laundries were 
canvassed in an attempt to locate anyone who had brought in 
bloodstained clothing to be cleaned. Nothing pertaining to the 
murder was uncovered. 

The massive investigation in Bournemouth was the chief topic 
of conversation in the community. Everyone was discussing the 
case. It was in this way that detectives learned of one man who was 
known to be broke the day before the murder and flush with money 
immediately after the killing. 

Joe Williams was a crusty old retired soldier who had spent 
most of his soldiering years in India. The 69-year-old lived in 
abject poverty in an ancient dilapidated house which was heavily

mortgaged. He had the appearance of Ichabod Crane and often 


~~ acted in an irrational manner, particularly when provoked. 


Joe was interviewed by Scotland Yard's finest and was totally 
uncooperative. He refused to allow his fingerprints to be taken and 
defiantly swore that the last time he had seen Walter had been on 
May 17, four days before the murder took place. On that occasion, 


Walter had invited him inside the villa for a drink. Joe admitted that 


he had asked Walter for a loan, but Walter would only advance him 
five pounds, which he had taken from his safe. 

Scotland Yard detectives were certain Joe Williams was their 
man. They located Joe's favorite pub and dropped in to have a few 
drinks with their suspect. Surreptitiously, they gathered up Joe's 
cigarette butts and sent them for testing. Sure enough, Joe's blood 
type was the same rare type as that of the man who had smoked the 
cigarettes in Walter's drawing room. 

Detectives searched Joe's filthy home. They found paper bags of 
the same type as the one left at the murder scene. These bags were 
traced to the manufacturer who had no trouble authenticating that 
they had been manufactured by them. In fact, because the machine 
used on the paper was now obsolete, they were able to prove 
without a doubt that the bag left at the murder scene and the one 
found in Joe's house had come off this particular machine in 
consecutive order. The serrated edges at the top of both bags 
underwent scientific testing which proved that this was the case, 

The hair curler found in Walter's villa was thought to be a 
remote clue, but proved to be invaluable. The curler was old and 
was no longer being manufactured. Scotland Yard learned that Joe 
had been married years before. His wife had left him, but police 
were successful in tracing her. She had no difficulty in identifying 
the curler as having once belonged to her. She still used the same 
curlers and willingly showed them to police. Detectives believed 
Joe had planted the old curler and the extra glass of beer to lead 
police to think that a woman had also been involved in the murder. 

Four months after the tragedy, investigators felt they had an 
abundance of circumstantial evidence pointing to Joe's guilt. He 
lamely accounted for the large amount of money he had after the 
murder by telling his interrogators that he had been extremely 
lucky at the horse races. Joe's thumbprint matched the one on the 
beer glasses, but Joe dismissed this as having been left there on 
May 17, when Walter had invited him in for a drink. No one 
believed him. Joe williams was taken into custody and tried for the 
murder of Walter Dinivan. 

In October, 1939, Joe Williams was inexplicably found not 
guilty by an English jury. He smiled and joked with his guards as 
he left the courtroom a free man. 

Joe Williams lived on for 12 years until March 1951, when he 
died peacefully in his sleep. The next day, crime reporter Norman 
Rae revealed in the News of the World what he had known for 12 
years. Joe Williams had been guilty of the murder of Walter 
Dinivan. On the night of his acquittal, Joe had had a few drinks 
with the crime reporter to celebrate. He told Rae, "I did it. The jury 
was wrong. It was me.” Joe even toasted the hangman who has 
been cheated of his victim.” 

Joe went through his every movement in the villa, revealing 
details only the killer could have known. Nothing could be done 
about the confession. Libel laws prevented Rae from writing the 
story. Joe had been tried and acquitted. There were no technical 
reasons for a new trial and, having once been acquitted, Joe 
Williams could not be tried again on the same charge.

-boys, jocks, cowboys, preps and 
rockers... trendy teen cliques all 


dressed up with no place to go. 
Aside from the stand-by movies, hall parties 
and social gatherings on downtown street 
benches and in malls, alternatives to soothe the restlessness 
of Belleville’s teen population have been limited. 

Until now. 

The Community Oriented Sentencing Program (COSP) 
with OPP Community Services officer David Craig and 
OPP detachment commander Bill Haw, ins, have joined 
forces to develop the Teen Involvement Pro, ‘am (TIP). 

TIP will allow teens to decide and organize what activities 
they want for themselves. Their input and participation is the 
life-blood of the organization’s success. 

At Wednesday's initial TIP general meeting, Craig 
indicated to the group of approximately 40 teens the 
necessity of developing social skills. 

"We all live in one community together," Craig said. "All 
teens interact with people and must learn to be sensitive to 
others." 

Although teen input and attendance is vital to the 
program's success, adult volunteers play a key role. 
Volunteers will provide the centre with supervision and help 
assist teens in achieving what they want. 

At present, there are only a handful of volunteers, 
including Craig, Hawkins, COSP Executive Director 
Monique Allore, COSP board president Lynda Charbonneau 
and board member Dennis Kempson. 

Charbonneau is quick to point out that teen participation 
in TIP is not exclusive to trendy teen cliques like b-boys and 
preps. “We recognize teens, not groups,” Charbonneau said 
of the pilot project.

Blades of summer rolling in Quinte

It's a Canadian summer's answer to 
ice hockey and figure skating. 

Although in-line skating has been 
around for 10 years, it has only ridden 
the wave of popularity and 
commercial success since the spring 
of 1989. 

More commonly known by the 
brand name of a company in 





Minnesota which manufactures in-line 
skates, roller blading made its debut in 
Belleville in spring 1990, reaching its 
peak wave of popularity last spring. 

Mike Ross of Rossport indicates 
that although the real boom of last 
spring's sales of roller blades has 
levelled off, the popularity of the sport 
continues to grow. 

Ross said he has sold more 
performance-oriented pairs of roller 
blades (around $250 a pair) to adults

The drug ride ends in acrash 


Looking back at the sixties, I think I grew up in an age of 
innocence when it came to drugs. Early on, the 
manufacture and use of LSD wasn't 
even illegal. 

Remember the Flower Children? 
Dr. Timothy Leary? "Tune in, turn 
on and drop out." 
It seemed like everyone was 
experimenting with drugs then, 
especially the psychedelic drugs such 
as LSD or mescaline that offered vivid 
colours, sharply enhanced feelings and 
surrealistic experiences. Rock 
groups glorified drug use. Lucy 
in the Sky with Diamonds by the 
Beatles, for example, or White 
Rabbit by Jefferson Airplane. 
Marijuana was as common 
x RD as, well, grass. More joints than 
ple were faired at my high school parties. 

There was a sort of innocence about it all. I knew artists 
who used psychedelic drugs when they worked because 
they thought it enhanced their imagination. Musicians, too, 
thought it opened a new door to look at reality. Some took 
drugs because it offered a kick, but others used them in 
search of new perceptions of being. It was a religious 
experience for them. 

Almost everyone I knew tried drugs at one time or 
another. Democratic candidate Bill Clinton says he tried 
marijuana once but didn't inhale. So did I once, but I did 
inhale. It had no effect, I protested. Until I stood up and 
bounced off the ceiling. 











Stupid? Yeah. But I wasn't stupid enough to try it again. 

Mind-altering substances scared me. Mess with my 
mind? You've gotta be nuts. Eventhough my friends 
protested that drugs were innocent, I knew that mind- 
altering stuff would do just that -- alter minds. 

There was a kid in my class who mainlined heroin. Ron 
had a good mind. Or rather, he had had a good mind. It was 


all blown away by the drugs. 


Even the marijuana that everyone said was less 
dangerous than regular cigarettes wound up twisting 
people's minds. Permanently. I know plenty of people who 
are nice enough and try hard enough but something just 


seems to be missing. 


And that was the dark side that was increasingly revealed 
as the sixties rock and rolled on. Janis Joplin -- wow, what 
a voice. Dead of a drug overdose. Jim Morrison. Dead. Jimi 
Hendrix. Dead, dead, dead. And so on. 

You know what, though. The worst drug of all was 
alcohol. Still is. It's easy to get and socially acceptable and 


everyone does it. 


I knew druggies in my high school in the sixties, but a lot 
more people drank themselves silly every weekend. And 
some of them died too. I'll never forget the guy in my class 
they peeled off the firewall of his car after he hit a train at 
110 mph. Stone drunk. Killed his girlfriend too, and her 
parents didn't even know she was out because she climbed 
out of the window after they grounded her.

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Strong message 


The fining of Bata Industries Ltd. and two of its 
directors sends a strong message to Corporations 
and corporate directors: don't mess with the 
environment. 

Bata was fined $60,000 and ordered to pay 
another $60,000 to the Centre and South Hastings 
Waste Management Board. The judge also found 
two senior management members and directors 
had failed to prevent discharges from a drum 
storage facility at the Bata property. He fined each 
$12,000 personally and is preventing Bata 
Industries Ltd. from idemnifying them. 

The fines came after Bata and the two directors 
were found guilty of discharging toxic indusmal 
wastes from the Bata Footwear Division plant in 
the village of Batawa near Trenton. 

The significance of that decision is that 
corporate officers, as well as the corporations they 
operate, are directly accountable for their actions. 

As Environment Minister Ruth Grier says: "All 
businesses must respect environmental regulations 
and protect public safety. Cutting environmental 
expenses is a poor business judgement."

Valchar also contends that 
alternative’ methods of 
medicine can help deal with 
the maladies at much lower 


some researchers believe 
people need between 2,300 
and 10,000 mg daily, he 


said. 

But, he said: "The 
incidence of ligament and 
joint illness tends to 


support the position that we 
could use a great deal more 
Vitamin C than we now 
consume.” 

Vitamin C helps in the

However, over the winter 
and during the growing 
season, grass plants may fall 
to the ravages of insects, 
disease, drought or winter 
damage. Damaged areas of 
grass may require patchwork 
or a total renovation 
depending on the severity of 
the problem. 

When a lawn is damaged, 
the gardener must determine 
whether to use seed or sod to 
repair it. Before deciding,

she was going away to deal with her problem on her own. 
She preferred not to tell him where she was going. He 
drove her to the Newark Airport and never saw or heard 
from his wife until her body was found. 

That was Ken’s story, but police didn’t believe it for a 
minute. When they found a bloodstained earring in the 
Taylors’ garage which matched one found on Teresa’s 
body, they were positive they had the right man. Faced 
with this incriminating evidence, Dr. Taylor broke down 
and confessed. 

He told detectives that on the night in question he had 
come downstairs to find his wife strung out on drugs. But 
there was more. As he came down the stairs, he witnessed 
her sexually abusing their young son. Their eyes met. 
Teresa dashed into the sewing room, where the family’s 
workout equipment was kept. 

Ken placed the baby. in a child seat. Teresa suddenly 
threw a five pounddumbbell at his head, striking him in. 
the shoulder and sending him sprawling to the floor. She 
leapt on him like a wild animal. He clutched a bar and 
struck her on the head, at the same time pushing her off. 
Teresa rushed at him again. He swung the bar, striking 
her once more on the head. He could remember little else 
about the attack, but he did recall cleaning the house of 
blood, placing Teresa’s body in the trunk of his car and 
dumping the body in Pennsylvania. 

Dr. Taylor was arrested and charged with his wife’s 
murder. His case was based on self defense, but the jury 
didn’t believe his Story. Even if his story were true, 
Teresa was unarmed, so he couldn’t have struck wut in 
defense of his life. 

Ken Taylor was found guilty of murder in the first 
degree and was sentenced to life imprisonment with no 
possibility of parole for 30 years. He is presently serving 
his sentence and has made four unsuccessful escape 
attempts since his incarceration.

March 17, 1991 
proved to hold more 
than just the luck of the 
Irish for Don Williams.

INSIDE THIS WEEK 


Three years in the making, the Tri-County 
Environmental Training Centre (Quinte) 
provides training to individuals who have 
been unemployed for long periods of time. 
At the same time, clients are helping the 
environment through their work. The clients 
demonstrated the recycling aspect of the 
centre at the official opening last Tuesday. 

Dealing primarily in textiles, the clients 
receive discarded clothing from Quinte 
Recycling. The clothes are sorted and 
collected in different labelled bins, such as 
rags or third world. 

Once the textiles have been sorted, they 
are packaged in bundles, weighing between 
800 and 1,500 pounds. Bundles are then 
sold to buyers from centres like Toronto,

where there is a market for the textiles. 

The other work station at the centre deals 
with recycling metal. The Belleville Utilities 
Commission has donated old meters to the 
centre, where clients take them apart and 
separate the various metals. 


In an effort to retrieve over $52,000 
worth of books and other materials, the 
Belleville Public Library is offering 
amnesty to anyone who returns overdue 
material by the end of the month. The 
amount missing is about half of the library's 
annual purchasing budget. 

Chief Librarian Leona Hendry said that if

I'd like now to address the 
popular myth that has to do 
with the fact that we benefit 
from a two month paid 
vacation every year. Since 
many of us work anywhere 
from one to three hours 
every evening during the 
week, we therefore find 
ourselves with a fifty to 
fifty five hour work week . 
It's interesting to note that 
40 weeks of fifty work 
hours each equals the 
yearly work hour total of 
someone with a nine to five 
job. Shouldn't we then 
consider the two month 
well deserved break more 
like accumulated time off? 
I'd also like to mention the 
fact that some of us take 
advantage of that summer 
period to improve our 
knowledge and recycle 
ourselves through summer 
courses which would be 
impossible to achieve 





during the school year's 
busy schedule. Also, most 
of us prepare the upcoming 
school year during the 
summer holiday whether 
it's learning new programs 
Or just building on the 
previous one. Can you still 
consider this two month 
period like a vacation? 
After reading all these 
facts, why are we accused 
of earning too much? I 
sincerely think that the 
public is misinformed on 
our pay scale. I don't think 
that $31,000 a year (after 
having accumulated three 
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years of experience as a 
teacher and having spent 
four years in university) is a 
Price too high to pay in 
order to get well educated 
children. When Mr. Botting 
compares our salary to the 
regional average salary, 


shouldn't he instead 
compare us to the 
professional _ regional 


average which we are part 
of? We'd probably notice 
that we're not doing so 
great. 

Now-a-days, teachers are 
required to play so many 
roles such as: counselor on 


positive reinforcement from media 


personal matters, confidant, 
nurse, etc... which only 
adds on to the stress of 
being a teacher. I'm not 
asking to get anymore 
money for having to 
assume all these extra roles, 
but I think that it helps 
explain why I definitely 
don't think we're over paid 
for the job we do. 

So now, how many of you 
would want to have this 
job? To give you a taste for 
it, I'd gladly let you take my 
place for a couple of weeks. 
I'm sure that critics would

tart your exterior decorating plan from the 


inside out by taking pen and paper and seating 


yourself in front of each of the main viewing 


windows of your home, ones that you and your 


family look out of most of the time. 
Look carefully at what you see now, imagine what will 


be there throughout the season (even in winter) and decide 
what you would like to see from those windows at vanous 


times of the year. In making those decisions, remember 
that a landscape plan should never be static but should 
always be undergoing changes in colour, shape and form, 
not just from season to season, but month to month and 
even week to week. Thal means you should be bringing 
into play the full spectrum of the flowenng plants, trees, 


shrubs and evergreens. 
Here, for example, are the 


kinds of changes you should 


be looking for out the main viewing windows of your 
home on a month-to-month basis. 

In April, the early flowering bulbs: tulips daffodils, 
crocus and hyacinths and the early perennials such as the 
glorious Alyssum, Saxatile, Ground Phlox, Pansies and 


Ajuga. 


In May, more of the spring colour such as decorative 
(flowering) trees, the flowering almond, the forsythia and 


the Rose Tree of China. 


What is so rare as a day in June when the roses are at 
their best? And what better sight than a rose bed in full 
flower, the floribundas, the grandifloras, the hybrid teas 
and the miniatures, in full view of a main window?

proposal rewrites and a 
six month preoperational 
Study. They had to prove 
that such a program was 
needed. The fact that 
employment disadvantaged 
people need retraining, as

An environmental 
labelling system called 
EcoTag that was developed 
and tested locally may find 
a wider market across 
Ontano. 

Two major Ontario 
grocery store suppliers as 
well as several grocers in 
the Ottawa area have 
expressed interest in Tough 
Pak Inc.'s EcoTag program. 

The new company was 
formed locally by Faun 
Hartley, president, and 
Janine Ralph, director of 
the Quinte Environmental 
Resources Alliance 
(QERA). 

The company is offering 
grocery stores its 
environmental labelling 
system for their shelves so 


that consumers can make _ 


informed and 
environmentally sound 
choices. 


“What better place to 
provide information than 
where you're going to shop 
once or twice a week,” said 
Hartley. 

The program has been 
implemented as a test at 
Semple's Your Independent 
Grocer in Belleville with 
the support of the Semple 
family, owners of the store. 
Jack and Scott Semple, 
father and son, have been 
offering the labelling 
system to their customers 
for the last six months.

their's is the only store in 

Canada to offer it. 

Products are assessed on 
their environmental impact 
and labelled with one of 
three certified symbols — 
Earth Preserving, 
Recommended Recyclable 
and Best Packaging. 

“I offer (my customers) 
one step further as a retailer 
and try and give them some 
information, they're 
making the choices.” Scott 
Semple said. 

“We were quite involved 
in the development of the 
program,” he added. 

"We felt it was a good 
idea, the time was nght and 
we wanted to be a leader. 
We want to be seen as 
doing something, and it’s 
not just a bargaining tool.” 
Scott said. “It sends a 
message to industry that 
environmentialists are not to 
be feared. They are not 
radicals, they are just 
people who have concerms 
for our world — our 
environment The customer 
controls the destiny of what 
goes on my shelf. When 

they demand alternatives — 
whatever their needs are, I 
will fulfill them.” 

Ralph researched 
packaging regulations, the 
area’s recycling program 
and recycling in general to 
set the criteria for the 
EcoTag program.

Hartley and Ralph 
initiated the pilot program 
in September at an initial 
cost of $15,000 paid by 
Semple's.

Had Williams left the 
hospital he would have 
missed his chance. 

"Someone's looking out 
for me," Williams said. 

Before this day, Williams 
says he died twice, having 
suffered two congestive 
heart failures, the second in 
November 1990. 

Williams remembers 
feeling lousy one evening 
after dinner. As Audrey left 


the room, she turned to see || - 


Don falling to the floor. 
Williams remained lifeless 
for three minutes until 
paramedics revived him. 

After being flown to the 
University of Ottawa Heart 
Institute, Williams was told 
he had a 50 per cent chance 
of living another year 
without a heart transplant 

Williams now had to 
decide whether he wanted a 
transplant. "You have to 
want the heart," Williams 
said, adding that recipients 
have to be decisive and not 
straddle the fence. "All 
(donor) organs are scarce." 

It took Williams three 
weeks to decide that he 
wanted it performed. 

"I was going through the 
same thing as before,” 
Williams said, noting that he 
started to recover after both 
heart attacks. "I asked 'Are 
you sure I really need this?” 

But there was no chance 
of Williams getting around it 
this ime. "I could have died 
at any minute. I knew | 
couldn't live any other way,"

month. More encouraging, 
how-ever, was the fact that 
over 80 per cent of all 
transplant recipients are 
alive one year later. 

Don Williams was just 
another person to prove that 
organ transplant works. 

In just two and a half 
hours, doctors had removed 
the old heart and had the 
new one pumping blood 
through Williams body. "It's 
remarkable, it was a perfect 
match," Williams said. 

Today, it is business as 
usual at the Belleville and 
Trenton Ramada Inns that 
Williams and his son, John, 
co-own. 

But the senior Williams is 
quick to point out that he 
could never have made it 
this far on his own. 

"You don't do it alone," 
Williams said, indicating 
that it was the help of God, 
prayer and endless support 
of his family -- Audrey, 
John and daughters Elaine, 
Louise and Cathy -- as well 
as numerous friends that 
pulled him through, not to 
mention the medical teams 
both in Ottawa and at 
Belleville General Hospital. 

"The key thing is the 
donor who signed the card," 
Williams adds. "I wouldn't 
be here." 

With each passing day, 
Don Williams pinches 
himself in disbelief. 

"I can't believe what I can 
do,” Williams says gleefully. 
"There are no bad days 
anymore.

The 1992 Saturn SL2 

General Motors has 
labored mightily, spent 
billions of dollars and 
brought forth a new line of 
compact cars called Saturn 
that it hopes will run rings 
around the competition, 
particularly the Japanese. 

The good new is that the 
Saturn sedan is at least in 
the same universe as the 
reliable and well-built likes 
of the Toyota Corolla, 
Honda Civic and Ford 
Escort. Despite being a 
completely separate car line, 
the Saturn bears a family 
resemblance to various GM 
cars, particularly the Olds- 
mobile line. It doesn't break 
any new styling ground. 

The fact sheet on the 
Saturn SL-2 sedan says its 
powered by a peppy but 
thrashy-sounding 1.9 litre 
four cylinder engine that 
generates 124 horsepower 
(The entry-level SL and SL- 
1 sedans get a less-peppy, 85 
horsepower version of the 
same engine). 

Transmission choices are 
a five-speed manual or four- 
speed automatic. Brakes are 
disc up front and drum on 
the rear, although a four- 
wheel disc anti-lock system 
is optional. 

The interior of the Saturn 
is workmanlike and 
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an compete with Japanese imports 


reasonably well put together, 
with legible instruments and 
easy-to-reach controls. 

One tell-tale of quality in 
most cars is how easily and 
well the simple turn signal 
operates, and I can report 
that the Saturn turn signal 
has more of a quality "feel" 
than its GM brethren. 

The ride and handling of 
the upscale SL-2 sedan is 
firm but not unpleasant, in 
fact, it has a solid "sports 
sedan" feel. The seats are 
reasonably supportive, 
although the rear seat 
cushions are low. 

And now, the question: Is 
the Satur as a good as the 
Japanese? Not yet, but it's in 
the same league and is 
priced attractively in the 
$14,000 range. A solid effort 
rating an 81 out of 100.

Trenton's former movie 
stars can rejoice! 

The City of Trenton has 
not forgotten the years 
when that town was the 
film capital of Canada. 

Plans are being made for 
a celebration and plaque 
dedication on Sunday, May 
3 at the site of the former 
film plant, now Bayside 
Dyeing and Finishing Co., 
on Film Street in the city. 

From 1917 to 1934 the 
film industry touched many 
families in Trenton. Local 
residents remember their 
older relatives who were 
hired as extras in the early 
movies.

Conservatively estimated, at least one in ten 
households in Belleville is at risk of being hungry 
- and among the most vulnerable are the young, 
concluded a Community Development Council 
Task Force report on hunger released last week 
at a Community Forum luncheon. 

The report concluded that hunger is directly related to 
poverty. A survey of low income neighbourhoods revealed 
that at least one third of the city’s 4,500 households that 
depend on income maintenance programs run out of money 
for food from time to time. 

Most of those who reported going hungry also reported 
that housing took up most of their household income -- 50 
per cent or more in most cases 

The task force found that average monthly rents in 
Belleville ranged from 50 per cent to more than 60 percent 
Mf the general welfare assistance for most categories.

Red wigglers have 
wormed their way into 
Marjie Olmstead's heart. 

Over the past year, 
Olmstead has kept in her 
home a number of bins 
filled with pounds of red 
wiggler worms. 

An unusual pet? Maybe. 
But a very efficient one. 

Olmstead learned of how 
she could use worms in her 
home to rid of compost that 
piled in her kitchen. 

In fact, the environmental 
sin of throwing food scraps 
away is what motivated 
Olmstead to begin worm 
composting. 

“Everytime I 
threw out a 
bag of gar- 
bage, I 
guilty,

explains. 

The feeling 
of adopting 
worms, a.k.a. vermi, was 
similar to that of adopting a 
child for Olmstead. 

"I bought containers for 
the worms and bedding,” 
Olmstead said. "It was 
exciting for me.” 

How efficient are the 
worms at getting rid of 
compost? 

"One pound of worms in 
one bin will eat a pound of 
compost in a few days,” 
Olmstead claims. 

As far as their diet is 
concerned, Olmstead states 
that the worms work on a 
basic principal. "Anything 
people consume, they 
consume,” she notes. 

There are certain items to 
avoid feeding the worms, 
such as meat because of the

stench and the addition of 
Parasites due to rotting. 

As it is for people, fish 
and chicken are healthy for 
the worms. 

Olmstead's bid to help 
preserve the environment 
has prompted her to write a 
handbook with the hope 
that others will adopt her 
worm bin composting 
system. My Worms and... 
Me -- Worm Composting 
Made Easy, will be off the 
press at the end of May. 

Olmstead didn't know 
she would write a handbook 

until she began recording 
her mistakes and successes. 

The book is far from 
scientific or technical, as 

Olmstead wants to explain 


“They use no hydro , they 
felt need little grooming, they 


the system as simply as 
possible. 

Setting up the system, 
such as materials used and 
bedding composition, is 
explained in the handbook. 

Other parts of the system 
the handbook explains in 
detail are the function of the 
red wiggler, what to feed 
the worms and how they 
reproduce. 

Olmstead points out that 
one important key to 
success with worm 
composting is keeping them 
happy and being able to 
detect unhappy worms. 

To keep them happy, 
Olmstead recommends 
feeding the worms once a 
week, keeping them away 
from strong light and

For Olmstead, who works 
as a counselor out of her 
Shannonville home, worm 
composting is a stress 
reducing technique. 

"They eat your refuse as 
you work, play, eat and 
sleep,” Olmstead said. 
"They use no hydro, they 
need little grooming, they 
don't have to be walked and 
they're quiet.” An ideal pet. 

And there's no need to 
worry about the castings 
produced by the worms. 
After three months, the 
Castings can be remove 
from the bin and serve as 

fertilizer in the garden. 

"The worms are also a 
great answer to leftovers,” 
Olmstead 
jokes. "They 
get rid of the 
green fuzzies 
that grow in 
the back of the 
fridge.” 

People who 
want to start a 
verml composting system 
can purchase worms from 


any commercial worm 
supplier. 
Olmstead will conduct 


two seminars at Loyalist 
College as part of the 
Continuing Education 
program. Dates are May 7 
and June 4. 

As for aiding the environ- 
ment, Olmstead backs the 
system 100 per cent. 

"If every family had a 
worm bin, then we wouldn't 
have the garbage crisis we 
have in Eastern Ontario,” 
she concluded.

Press the bristles of the brush against the 
base of the can or jar and flex them 
vigorously in the solvent or cleaner several 
times, until the liquid becomes saturated 
with residue. 

Then pour the liquid into a container for 
disposal and replace it with a fresh supply. 
Wipe the brush on clean newspaper, and 
then repeat the process. 

Continue wiping until the brush no 
longer produces streaks of color. 

Then wash the brush in a small amount 
of warm soapy water and ninse in clear 
waler.

Proper cleaning of brushes 


Shake the brush as dry as possible inside 
a bag as previously described, then smooth 
the bristles, shape the edges and lay the 
brush flat or hang it vertically by the 


handle to dry completely. 

Brushes and rollers should be wrapped to 
protect them during long term storage. To 
wrap a brush, cut a paper bag into a flat 
sheet and fold it neatly around the bristles. 

Secure the wrapping with a rubber band, 
but do not crimp the bristles. 

Rollers can be placed in paper or 
perforated plastic bags. Some air 
circulation should be present to prevent 
mildew.

Noise 





(SOP) When temperatures push upwards 
of 30 degrees C and stay there, air- 
conditioning is often the only relief. But 
while you cool off, your neighbors may be 
hot under the collar about the noise your 
air-conditioner is generating. : 

There are no soundless air-conditioning 
systems, but there are ways to minimize the 
noise. That can lead to a more peaceful 
summer in more ways than one. 

While people's concern over noise 
pollution may be overtaken by 
environmental worries like toxic waste and 
ozone-layer depletion, some municipalities 
do have noise control codes that not all air- 
conditioning systems meet. 

The key to controlling noise from a 
window unit or a central system is 
specifying that you want the quietest unit 
in the shop and making sure it is properly 
installed and tested for noise. 

But what of noisy systems that a tenant 
might find already in place? 

In central air-conditioning, the source of 
most bothersome noise is in the condensing 
unit itself, which is always southside. The 
noise comes as air passes through the fan 
and the compressor, and an air-conditioner 
that is not sitting perfectly balanced is a 
very likely noisemaker. 

The equipment varies from manufacturer 
to manufacturer. In some units, cooled air 
is vented horizontally by the condensing 
unit. Other models vent the air from the top 
of the unit. Top-venting usually quietest.

The equipment is bulky, so homeowners 
tend to place it as inconspicuously as they 
can, 

Where dwellings are close to one 
another, air-conditioners are often poorly 
placed in narrow spaces between buildings, 

Another noise-magnifier is a roof 
overhang. 

The best place, of course would be as far 
from the house and the property line as 
possible. Very often it isn't possible. 

If the unit is on a roof, some experts 
recommend some kind of vibration- 
restricter like a heavy plate under the 
condensing unit. 

As for a central air-conditioning system 
that is in place, manufactures recommend 
checking its maintenance. The older the 
system, the more likely the noise. 

Other options might be natural or man- 
made outdoor barriers or buffers. 

Manufacturers and installers say that no 
devices attached to air-conditioning system 
will reduce noise, but dense shrubbery can 
often help. 

The best buffers are custom made fences 
or masonry covers. Any barrier should be 1 
1/2 times the height of the machinery; 
masonry should have have at least 12 
inches of clearance space. Whatever device 
is used, the owner should consult the maker 
or installer of the unit to make sure the 
barrier won't impede the system or add to 
the cost of operation.

those functions you plan to project to the 
outdoors, and in addition, decide how much 
space each should receive.

10. Sun , Wind, Shade, Lighting and 
Water. 

In your planning pay attention to the 
elements. Sun, shade and wind must be 
accounted for before you locate a flower 
bed, a tree, shrub, evergreen, rose or 
vegetable garden or locate a patio, deck or 
porch. 

For example you don't want the sun 
baking a patio floor at dinnertime so that the 
floor under the guests' feet is hotter than the 
food. Nor should you build a deck in the 
face of the prevailing wind so that the 
barbecue ash flies free and paper plates sail 
like frisbees. 

Trees, shrubs and evergreens are some of 
your best tools for taming the elements, for 
shutting out sun and redirecting the wind. 

So one of those spring days when the 
sunshine calls you, take your notebook 
outside and assess the impact of the trees 
and shrubs in your garden in terms of sun, 
shade wind protection. 

What are you trying to determine are the 
patterns of shade that exists in your garden 
at various times of the day and the season, 
pattems such as: 

1. dappled shade 

2. alternate shade 

3. open shade 

4. medium shade 

5. deep shade

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ith the opening of the walleye season this 

Saturday, most local anglers are beginning 

to feel anxious to wet the line and hook into 

that first spring walleye. The spawning run 

is at its peak as I write this (Thursday, April 22) and that 

should make finding the walleye a little easier come May 2, 

as the fish should not have travelled very far from their 
spawning rivers and shoals. 

A logical area to target should be the deeper waters off the 
mouths of rivers, but then again, early season walleye have 
been known to defy the basic rules of angling. 

Derby anglers will find that enticing a wall-hanger to take 
the bait is no easy chore. The larger female walleye will be in 
a sulking mode brought on by the rigours of spawning, which 
causes them to become lethargic. But there is always an 
exception to the rule and some lucky angler will undoubtedly 
weigh in a 10-pound-plus walleye. 

Where to go and what method to use opening weekend is a 
problem for some, so I have acquired the advice of three of 
the area's most knowledgeable walleye anglers to assist those 
who may need some help in laying down a game plan. 

First up is Bill Storms. I have fished for walleye with him 
from the late 60s to the mid-70s when the chinook salmon 
and Lake Ontario overcame me with a new angling 
addiction. Although Bill does not compete on the pro walleye 
circuit, he has perhaps the best knowledge of the Bay of 
Quinte of anyone, as that is where he spends most of his 
angling time. As a partner in Quinte Guide Service (962- 
8254), he has had customers from as far away as Texas and 
Oregon. Soft-spoken, he offers tips that deserve attention. 

Bill has had enormous success at Telegraph Narrows 
around the lighthouse. His method of presentation is "slow 
motion,” using a white-headed jig sweetened with a worm or

ony Marino ran a gin mill in the Bronx 
back in 1932 when 15 cents would buy 
you a slug of rotgut. For two bits, you 
could knock back two slugs. Those who 
were hungry bellied up to the free 
lunch, which consisted of stale bread 
and salted herring. 
Tony moaned to his regulars that it was tough to

Visited my trustee 
representing Tyendinaga

As the events of the 
evening began to unfold, my 
anxiety soon became dread.

Since the warning signs 
of skin cancer are visible on 
the skin's surface, the health 
unit suggests that you 
examine yourself and your 
child regularly. 

Some of the warning 
signs are changes in moles 
or freckles in their color and 
shape. Crusty, itchy 
growths, sores that won't 
heal and spreading growths 
are just some of the signs to 
watch out for, but if you 
find anything unusual on 
your skin, it’s wise to have 
it diagnosed by a physician 
-- you may be glad you did 
in the long run. 

Skin cancer takes three 
forms. 

Basal Cell Carcinomas is 
the most common and 
easiest to cure of all types 
of skin cancer. It appears as 
red, pearly or pale spots that 
may have visible blood 
vessels on the surface.

Remembering your 
ABC's will help 
prevent skin Cancer 


It rarely spreads to other 
parts of the body. However 
if untreated, they may 
develop into a rodent ulcer. 

Squamous Cell 
Carcinoma is less common 
and is much more 
dangerous because it has the 
potential to spread to other 
parts of the body if they are 
not treated in time. They 
appear as scaly, red patches 
that bleed easily ang 
generally have the 
appearance of an unhealed 
sore. They usually appear in 
areas rigorously exposed to 
the sun. 

Both forms are found in 
people over the age of 40 as 
the result of years of 
exposure the the sun. 
Squamous Cell Carcinoma 
can spread to lungs and/or 
lymph nodes. 

Malignant melanoma is 
the rarest and deadliest form 
of skin cancer. It can be 
identified as a new spot or 
freckle that changes in 
color, shape or thickness 
and can range in color from 
dark brown, black, or 
bluish-black. 

These changes usually 
occurr over the course of a 
few months. It can quickly 
spread to other parts of the 
body. 

Although rare in children, 
malignant melanoma can 
Strike adolescents and is 
common in people between 
the ages of 30 and 50. 

Two possible treatments 
available when skin cancer 
is diagnosed involve 
specific types of surgery. 

Cyrosurgery involves 
freezing the affected area 
temporarily to kill the 
cancer cells. The area is 
frozen using liquid nitrogen 
at 190 degrees Celsius. 

Radiation therapy 
involves using invisible 
rays to destroy the tumor. 
Both treatments may cause 
the skin in the affected area 
to become red and peal. 
Healing begins in about one 
week. 

Patients with advanced 
disease, as a result of 
spreading usually aren't 
curable, however, surgery, 
radio therapy, and 
immunotherapy can be used 
to relieve the symptoms. 
The disease can also spread 
to lymph nodes, lungs, the 
brain, bones liver and 
bowels. 

Since early detection is 
essential in curing all types 
of skin cancer and 
preventing its spreading, 
examine yourself regularly 


and report anything 
suspicious to your 
physician.

College 
opens a 
child care 
resource 
centre

Loyalist College is now 
home to a newly formed 
Early Childhood Educators 
resource centre. 

Developed in co-operation 
with the Association of 
Early Childhood Educators 
of Ontario, the Quinte Early 
Childhood Educators and 


Centre will be 
open to public 


the college’s Early 
Childhood Education 
program, the resource centre 
was established to supply 
the Quinte child care 
industry with additional and 
much needed learning tools. 

Some of the services and 
equipment include 
laminating, a button maker 
and a die cutter with a four 
inch block alphabet and 
number set. 

The centre also boasts a 
resource library, learning 
kits, a computer, newsletters 
and audio/visual equipment. 
It will also host workshops 
and seminars. 

All equipment is available 
for use to members for a 
nominal fee. Membership is 
open to the public and fees 
will be used to defray the 
costs of materials and 
equipment supplied by the 
resource centre. 

Loyalist’s Early 
Childhood Education 
program has a current 
enrollment of 170 full-time 
students. The program also 
enrols over 100 part-time 
Students in evening courses. 

“The Resource Centre was 
formed through a 
cooperative effort which will 
provide services and support 
to the early childhood 
education community to 
enhance the professional 
lives of those in the field, 
including ECE students, and 
promote curriculum for pre- 
school children”, said Nancy 
Snowdon, president of 
Quinte Early Childhood 
Educators.

College, stressed that the 
college is a “community” 
college serving the Quinte 
community.

hen we think of the rather vile 
practice of lynching, we are 
inclined to picture racially 
instigated necktie parties 
committed by mobs in the 
southern United States. 

But alas, there have been 
occasions when citizens dwelling in more northern 
climes have taken rope in hand to see that justice 
of a sort was meted out without benefit of judge or 
ury ° 
In the entire history of the state of Maine, there 
has been only one lynching. Big Jim Cullen lived in 
Ball's Mill. not far from Presque Isle, Maine and 
just across the international border from New 
Brunswick. Big Jim, who towered well over six feet 
was a rough tough guy best left to his own devices. 
Back in 1873, the good folks of northern Maine gave 
him a wide berth 

On April 28, someone broke into Dudley’s General 
Store in Ball's Mill. A pair of boots were taken. 
Because of the size of the boots, Dudley 
immediately suspected Jim Cullen. Cullen had huge 
feet and was the only one around the town who 
could wear such large boots. Dudley noted that the 
thief had gained entry to his store through a 
window. Outside the window were footprints made 
by the new boots in the freshly fallen snow. 

Deputy Sheriff Granville Hayden was summoned 
from Presque Isle. He took one look at the 
footprints and he too realized they could only have 
been made by big Jim Cullen. The footprints led 
into the woods toward Swanback’s Shingle Mill in 
Chapman Plantation, a good five-hour hike, made 
difficult by the heavy snow 

Hayden needed help. He mustered a crowd in 
front of Dudley’s store and asked for volunteers to 
track down the thief. Hardworking farmers and 
lumberjacks looked away. No one with all his 
marbles wanted to take off after a man as tough 
and as mean tempered as Big Jim Cullen. After all, 
he had only taken a pair of boots. Out of the crowd 
just two men, Bill Hubbard and Minot Bird, 
volunteered to join the Deputy Sheriff. Off the three 
men went, snowshoes crunching the heavy snow 
underfoot 

Late in the afternoon, after a seven-mile hike, the 
men approached Swanback’s Mill. Like most men 
living alone, Swanback was pleased to have 
company. ‘“‘C’mon in and sup with us. Jim just got 
here a while ago.”’ Hayden entered cautiously and 
inquired of Cullen where he was headed Big Jim 
candidly told Hayden that he had gotten into a little 
stars and was moving on further for a little 
while 

Hayden said no more and all five men enjoyed a 
hearty meal in front of the fireplace. After supper, 
Hayden motioned to Cullen that he wanted to chat 
with him outside. The cold northern Maine wind 
whistled through the trees as Hayden advised Big 
Jim that he had a warrant for his arrest for 
stealing those boots from Dudley’s store. Hayden 
went on to explain that he realized it wasn’t the 
biggest crime in the world. He had no great desire 
to see Cullen in jail, but he wanted his territory to 
be free of thievery. He offered a deal. As long 
as Cullen would keep going across the line into 
Canada and never return, he wouldn’t be arrested

Swanback and Bird woke up to see 
Big Jim advancing toward them. 
Swanback sprang out the door 
barely in front of the axe, 
which just missed his head 
The axe smashed into the door 
Such was the force of the 
blow that it knocked the door 
loose from its hinges. Poor Minot 
Bird sat up speechless and terrified. 
He looked into the crazed eyes of Big 
Jim, still holding on to that fearful axe. 
Cullen giared back at the frightened man. Finally, 
he shouted, ‘‘Go get Swanback. Bring in some wood / 
from outside. We'll burn the place down. I'll let you 
both go if you never tell what happened here.”’ 


day COT 
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Bird rushed out of the cabin. He found Swanback 
cowering in the woods. The two men talked. There 
was no way they would survive in stocking feet and 
longjohns in the woods. They decided to take a 
chance on Cullen. They did as he commanded and 
lugged in wood, piling it high around and on top of 
the two dead men. Cullen sprinkled kerosene over 
the bodies and ignited what amounted to a funeral 
pyre. 


Once outside, Swanback and Bird were convinced 
Cullen was about to kill them. Now that they had 
boots and clothing, they took off for Ball’s Mill, 
certain that Cullen would be following closely 
behind. The desperate pair knocked on Andrew 
Judkins’ door and blurted out their wild story. 
Judkins had his wife wake up neighbors, who 
quickly gathered at his home. Fearing an attack by 
Cullen, they surrounded the house. Big Jim was 
only minutes behind his quarry. When he emerged 
from the woods and saw the chain of lanterns 
surrounding Judkins’ house, he correctly guessed 
that the men he was after were being guarded by 
the community. 

Big Jim scowled and left for his own home and 
his woman. Meanwhile, a small group of men set 
off for Swanback’s to verify that a double murder 
had taken place. They returned with a shoebox 
containing charred bones, all that was left of 
Hayden and Hubbard. 

The townsfolk were infuriated. They decided to 
proceed en masse to Cullen’s home. Once there, 
they shouted for Big Jim to come out, but it his 
woman who responded, “I haven’t seen him for two 
days.” No one believed her. When the mob 
convinced her that they would burn down the house 
with Cullen inside, out came Big Jim. 


The captured fugitive was taken to Dudley’s store 
surrounded by 50 angry men. He was tied to a 
beam and all that day the citizens peered in to see 
the man who had killed two of their number. 

Big Jim didn’t mind talking about the murders. 
He admitted killing the two men and displayed no 
remorse for what he had done. In fact he spit out, 
“I’m sorry I didn’t kill the others, too.” 

Men, never identified, scurried from house to 
house. Occupants nodded yes, they would be there. 
Everyone knew that Cullen had to be transferred 
from the makeshift jail to a real lockup in Presque 
Isle. Guarded by six constables, the entourage 
started off by sleigh. A group of 150 men, many of 
hem wearing hoods, intercepted the sleigh before it 
had travelled a mile. Cullen was removed and 
dragged into the woods. A rope was thrown over a 
low hanging branch of a maple tree. Thirty minutes 
later, the mob was gone. Only Big Jim Cullen was 
there, gently swaying in the breeze. 

Later a Coroner’s Inquest stated that Cullen had 
come to his death “‘by some party or parties to the 
jurors unknown.” No one has ever been tried or 
convicted of lynching Big Jim Cullen.

ast week we talked about the five 
basic patterns of shade that should be 
taken into account in the 
development of your extenor 
decorating plan: dappled, 
alternate, open, medium and deep. 

Dappled shade is best desc ribed as a 


tree canopy. 

Delineation of these shade patterns will 
have a great deal to do with w here you 
locate various structures and activites and 
will certainly greatly affect all your 
plantings. This is also the ume to decide 
where new shrubbery and shade trees are 
needed or evergreen groupings planted to 
redirect the wind year round.

Open shade describes an area where the 
sun never shines but is fully open to the 
sky, without sheltering shrubs and trees. 

Medium shade is usually found under a 
canopy of interesting limbs and branches 
with open patches of blue sky, or in the 
shade from trees. 

Deep shade is obvious, a place where the 
sun never shines, usually under a heavy

because while they will give you plenty of 
illumination, their flat, harsh light is hardly 
flattering to your gardens.
